Dwarka to get two sports complexes, a golf course, cycle track and an ‘utsav panda!

The Delhi Development 
Authority (DDA) on Satur¬ 
day said Union Housing and 
Urban Affairs Minister Har- 
deep Puri will lay down 
foundation stones for seven 
projects in Dwarka on Oc¬ 
tober 7. 

The projects include 
sports complexes, a golf 
course, foot-over bridges 
(FOBs) and a cycle track. 
The sports complex coming 
up in Dwarka Sector 8 will 
cost *66 crore and is likely 
to be completed in 24 
months.

centre of excellence for 
wrestling, weightlifting, 
boxing, judo and kabaddi, 
the DDA said in a 
statement. 

“Another sports complex 
in Dwarka Sector 23 will be 
a centre of excellence for 
football. It will be complet¬ 


ed in 24 months at a cost of 
*39 crore,” the DDA said. 

Dwarka Sector 11 will get 
a cycle track, which is pro¬ 
posed to be constructed at 
a cost of *9 crore by April 
2020. 

‘Safe crossing facility’ 
“Mr. Puri will also lay down 
foundation stones for four 
FOBs, which will cost a total 
of *12 crore. The projects 
are likely to be completed 
by August 2020. The FOBs 
will provide safe crossing 
facility to over 16,200 ped¬ 
estrians every day and will 
reduce traffic congestion 
and improve traffic speed,” 


said DDA officials. 

An ‘utsav pandal’ is also 
proposed to be built in 
Dwarka Sector 10, the ur¬ 
ban body said. “This will be 
a facility for communities 
to conduct social functions 
and community activities. 
The target date of comple¬ 
tion of the pandal is June 
2020,” stated the DDA. 

Additionally, a golf 
course is set to come up in 
Dwarka Sector 24, officials 
said. “At a total cost of *62 
crore, the project is likely to 
be completed in 24 months. 
It will be an international 
golf course with 18 holes,” 
the DDA stated.

CM lays foundation stone for revamp project in Pooth Kalan

Chief Minister Arvind Kejri- 
wal along with his Deputy 
Manish Sisodia on Friday 
laid the foundation stone for 
renovation of a sports com¬ 
plex in Pooth Kalan, which 
will be carried out at a cost 
of *5.1 crore. 

The renovation is expect¬ 
ed to be completed in six 
months and will have a syn¬ 
thetic track and football 
ground among other 
facilities. 

“The modern renovations 
will help students and sport- 
spersons prepare for inter¬ 
national competitions like 
long jump, high jump, stip¬ 
ple throw, hammer and dis¬ 
cus throw, etc.,” Mr. Kejriwal 
said. 

He added that when he 
campaigned in the villages 
of Delhi in 2015, many 


youths complained that 
there were not enough 
sports facilities in the city. “I 
promised them that if AAP 
forms a government, we will 
improve the sports facilities 
as much as no other govern¬ 
ment has done in the past 70 
years. We have developed a 
lot of sports facilities here in 
the last five years. Interna¬ 
tional sports facilities have 
been developed in the villag¬ 
es across Delhi, including 
the sports complex in Najaf- 
garh, the football ground in 
Mundela, and the Najafgarh 
Stadium,” he said. 

Mr. Kejriwal also ap¬ 
pealed to the students and 
the people of Delhi to active¬ 
ly play sports for at least an 
hour in a day. 

“I also wish that Delhi 
wins all the medals for India 
in the Olympics. The sports 
facilities here have made this 


possible now. Delhi has to 
beat big medal-winner coun¬ 
tries like China, England and 
Japan in the Olympics to 
gain respect for India. 
Whoever can do that, is our 
responsibility now, the go¬ 
vernment is with you in 
this,” he said. 

Mr. Sisodia said the sports 
field gave birth to many na¬ 
tional players but no govern¬ 
ment thought of its develop¬ 
ment. 

“When your government 
was formed in 2015, the 
players received a very small 
amount as cash prizes. We 
have increased it over to 
three to five times. We 
planned to help the players 
when needed. Our govern¬ 
ment is sponsoring 117 sport- 
spersons from Delhi. We 
have also initiated the ‘Khelo 
Aur Aage Badho’ scheme for 
students,” he said.

DCW claims 5,000 spas in city, 
civic bodies say only 498 

Panel suspects sex racket operations, issues notices to portal for complete list

NEW DELHI 

The Delhi Commission for 
Women (DCW) on Saturday 
claimed that there are more 
than 5,000 spa centres oper¬ 
ating in the Capital, while the 
count provided by the three 
civic bodies is 498. 

Following information re¬ 
ceived from online listings 
firm Justdial, the women’s pa¬ 
nel issued fresh notices to the 
portal and sought a complete 
list by October 17. 

'Conflicting count' 

The count provided by the 
portal is “completely con¬ 
trary” to that given by the civ¬ 
ic bodies, the DCW said. 

“While the company [Just- 
dial] has informed about the 
approximate number of spas 
operating in the city, it has 
sought six weeks’ time to col¬ 
late the data. Further, they 


have stated that they are 
checking their internal poli¬ 
cies and taking necessary ap¬ 
provals for providing the data 
as it may include ‘sensitive 
personal information’,” read 
a statement issued by the 
commission. 


The women’s panel said 
that it “strongly disagreed” 
with the fact that the data is 
“personal” and said the de¬ 
tails are “crucial to unearth 
sex rackets” operating in the 
city. 

Earlier, the women’s com¬ 


mission had conducted in¬ 
spections of spa centres 
across the city while alleging 
that sex rackets were being 
operated from the premises 
of various centres. 

“The DCW has instituted 
an inquiry in the matter of il¬ 
legal spas flourishing in the 
Capital and running prostitu¬ 
tion rackets. It is obvious that 
thousands of spa and mas¬ 
sage centres are operating il¬ 
legally in the city,” the state¬ 
ment read. 

DCW chief Swati Maliwal 
said, “Till date no advisory 
has been issued by any muni¬ 
cipal body against cross-gen¬ 
der massage... the licensing 
mechanism is a complete 
farce and on site inspections 
are also not carried out. 
Strongest action should be ta¬ 
ken against such illegal spa 
centres running in the 
Capital.”

The government on Friday 
said 100 more automated 
jet sewer sucking machines 
will be deployed to clean 
sewers in the city. 

Financial assistance to 
successful bidders belong¬ 
ing to safai karamcharis for 
operating the machines in 
collaboration with the Delhi 
Jal Board has also been ap¬ 
proved by the government. 
Earlier, the government had 
already deployed 200 such 
machines. 

“Decision is being taken 
after seeing the success of 
earlier machines. By de¬ 


ploying the machines, the 
regular cleaning is done. 
The complaints of sewer 
blockages have come 
down,” an official statement 
said. 

The cost of machine is 
740.16 lakh and the Delhi 
SC/ST/OBC/Minorities Han¬ 
dicapped Financial and De¬ 
velopment Corporation 
(DSFDC) has been providing 
financial assistance of 75 
lakh to people from SC, oth¬ 
er backward classes, minor¬ 
ities, safai karmchari and 
differently abled persons. 

There is facility to get up- 
to 735 lakh loan for the ma¬ 
chine.

The Ghaziabad district ad¬ 
ministration will constitute 
a sanitation force to clean 
up the Hindon river, a se¬ 
nior official said on Satur¬ 
day. Ghaziabad District Ma¬ 
gistrate (DM) Ajay Shankar 
Pandey said the river has 
been polluted due to lack of 
maintenance.

Two persons have been 
booked for allegedly threa¬ 
tening Uttar Pradesh govern¬ 
ment officials who had ob¬ 
jected to illegal construction 
of farmhouses along the Ya¬ 
muna floodplains here, the 
police said on Saturday. 

The case was registered at 
the Expressway police sta¬ 
tion on a complaint lodged 
by two irrigation depart¬ 
ment officials, they said. 

The incident took place 
when the officials had gone 
for an inspection at Nagla 
Nagli village on September 
11, the police said. 

“The irrigation depart¬ 
ment officials had objected 
to illegal construction of 
farmhouses along the Yamu¬ 



na floodplains in line with 
the NGT and UP government 
orders which ban construc¬ 
tion in the flood-prone area,” 
Station House Officer Bhuv- 
nesh Kumar said. 

“The officials got the work 
stopped. When they were 
leaving, they were intercept¬ 
ed by the accused, Nitin Tya- 
gi and Saurabh Tyagi, who 
were in an SUV. Saurabh and 
Nitin abused the two govern¬ 
ment officials and threa¬ 
tened to kill them if they re¬ 
turned to the area,” he said. 

The accused later threa¬ 
tened them over phone as 
well, he added. 

Both the accused work for 
Dinesh Tyagi and Deepak 
Tyagi, the developers of the 
farmhouses in the area, Ku¬ 
mar told PTI. 



He said an FIR has been 
lodged under sections 189 
(injury threat to government 
official), 353 (assault or cri¬ 
minal force to deter govern¬ 
ment official’s work), 506 
(criminal intimidation) and 
504 (intentional insult with 
intent to provoke breach of 
the peace) of the IPC. 

The accused have also 
been booked under IPC sec¬ 
tions 430, 431 and 432 - all 
related to diverting river wa¬ 
ter, causing obstruction to 
its flow, etc, he said. 

“Saurabh Tyagi and Nitin 
Tyagi were taken into custo¬ 
dy on Friday and interrogat¬ 
ed. They have confessed to 
the charges levelled against 
them. They were released af¬ 
ter challans were issued to 
them,” Mr. Kumar said.

On Friday, AAP had an¬ 
nounced that it will conduct 
public meetings at 300 poll¬ 
ing stations with over 50% pe¬ 
ople from purvanchal (East¬ 
ern Uttar Pradesh and Bihar) 
from October 6 to November 
20. AAP MP and party Delhi 
Assembly polls in-charge San- 
jay Singh will lead this “Aa- 
pan Purvanchal” campaign. 

“The government has laid 
new sewer lines in around 
500 colonies, constructed 
roads and spent more than 
1000 crores in development 
projects in unauthorised co¬ 
lonies inhabited by purvan- 
chali people,” Mr. Singh said. 


Earlier this month, Mr. Kej- 
riwal’s comment on Delhi’s 
limitation on providing treat¬ 
ment to everyone in the 
country, giving an example of 
a person from purvanchal 
(Bihar), had become contro¬ 
versial with BJP demanding 
his apology for “insulting” 
people from purvanchal. 

“One person from Bihar 
buys a ticket to Delhi for 
7500, returns after availing 
free treatment worth 75 lakh. 
While it makes us happy as 


they are people of our own 
country but Delhi has its own 
capacity. How can Delhi cater 
to people of entire country? 
So, there is a necessity that 
situation improves across the 
country,” the Chief Minister 
had said. 

When asked whether the 
purvanchal push was due to 
this, Mr. Singh, “We had done 
a similar campaign in 2015 
and we will be launching si¬ 
milar campaigns targeting 
minorities and SC/ST.”

DCP Deputy Commission¬ 
er of Police (North-East) Ved 
Prakash Surya said that 
Naushad Ali (35) and his 
brother-in-law Rafiq alias Sa¬ 
mir (28) had dumped the bo¬ 
dy in a drain. 

On September 29, at 7.45 
a.m., a PCR call was received 
regarding a body found float¬ 
ing in a drain near Sardar Pa¬ 
tel School, the police said. 
On reaching the spot, the 
police took the decomposed 
body of a woman aged 
around 25 years to Guru Teg 
Bahadur Hospital for post¬ 
mortem. A case on charges 
of murder and causing the 
disappearance of evidence 
was registered, an officer 
said. 

During investigation, the 
police tried to identify the 


woman for which door to 
door survey was conducted 
in the area and informers 
were deployed. 

On September 2, the wo¬ 
man was identified as a 24- 
year-old resident of Shastri 
Park and was reported mis¬ 
sing from her residence since 
September 26. The family al¬ 
so identified the body. 

“When the victim’s her 
call detail records were exa¬ 
mined, Naushad who lived 
nearby, came out as the 
prime suspect and was 


picked up for questioning,” 
Mr. Surya said. 

He then confessed to the 
crime, the police added. 

‘Victim wanted to marry’ 

“The accused said he runs a 
tuition centre and the wo¬ 
man was his student since 
Class 10. After completing 
her studies, she also joined 
the centre. The two were in a 
relationship but she was feel¬ 
ing ignored. The accused 
said she wanted to marry 
him and they had constant 


fights after which he decided 
to kill her,” Mr. Surya said. 

A senior officer said on 
September 26 at 7 p.m., the 
woman came to the centre 
and an argument ensued bet¬ 
ween the two after which he 
hit her with a blunt object 
and she became uncon¬ 
scious. Thinking she had 
died, he put her body in a 
sack and kept it in the centre. 

On September 27, which 
was Naushad’s birthday, the 
accused stepped out of the 
centre to celebrate. 

“He then called Rafiq and 
narrated the incident to him. 
He asked Rafiq to help with 
dumping the body who then 
brought a vehicle after which 
the two dumped the body in 
the drain on September 27,” 
the officer said. 

Next, Naushad celebrated 
his birthday and even accept¬ 
ed wishes. Sources said 
Naushad was engaged to be 
married to one of his stu¬ 
dents and did not want to be 
with the victim.

A 35-year-old man and his 
wife have been arrested for 
allegedly embezzling ?92 
lakh from a firm where he 
was working as an for the 
last 10 years, the police said 
on Saturday. 

Deputy Commissioner of 
Police (Rohini) S.D Mishra 
said Amit Gaur, an MBA, and 
his wife Renu (34), are both 
residents of Bhajanpura. 

The police said they re¬ 
ceived a complaint from the 
owners of a firm, which 
deals in coated fabric in 
Rithala, stating that their 
Amit quit recently without 
handing over the charge to 
anyone. 

The company then em¬ 
ployed another accountant 
and while going through the 
financial records, they saw a 
long list of debtors and con¬ 
tacted them. 

Due payment 

“When complainant con¬ 
tacted the clients about their 
due payment, they informed 


that the payment had alrea¬ 
dy been made by them 
through cheques in the 
name of complainant’s com¬ 
pany. However, the said pay¬ 
ment was not being reflect¬ 
ed in the bank account,” Mr. 
Mishra said. 

On further probe, the 
complainant got to know 
that the funds by his client 
were sent to an account in 
the name of their firm but in 
another bank and that the 
account is being maintained 
by Renu. 

The police then registered 
a case at Budh Vihar police 
station and collected evi¬ 


dence from the victim and 
the bank concerned. The 
trails of money transactions 
were established which con¬ 
firms the transfer of about 
?92 Lakh in the alleged ac¬ 
count opened by accused 
persons, the police said. 

The accused were then ar¬ 
rested and it was revealed 
that they have purchased a 
property at Bhajanpura and 
a car using the cheated 
amount, the police said, ad¬ 
ding that they had trans¬ 
ferred about ?15 lakh in the 
account of a co-accused Mu- 
lcesh Vashist, who is ab¬ 
sconding. 


Child rights panel member

She also al¬ 
leged that there were two 
more men, whom she sus¬ 
pects to be part of the same 
gang. 

Ms. Rathee said she 
thought that the accused 
were asking for directions. 
When the incident hap¬ 
pened, the accused pushed 
her but she held onto the 
locket. The accused man¬ 
aged to snatch the chain but 


the locket remained with her. 
She has sustained minor inju¬ 
ries on her hand and neck. 

Ms. Rathee immediately 
went to a police station to 
lodge a complaint but was al¬ 
legedly told by an officer that 
such incidents occur regular¬ 
ly and registered an e-FIR in 
the matter under Section 379 
(punishment for theft) of the 
IPC. She claims to have given 
the officer a CCTV footage of 
the incident. DCP (Rohini) 
S.D. Mishra said Ms. Rathee’s 
statement has been recorded 
and sections of robbery have 
been added. “Disciplinary 
action is being taken against 
the officer who attended the 
complainant at the police sta¬ 
tion and registered e-FIR,” he 
said. The victim said inci¬ 
dents of snatchings and rob¬ 
beries are on a rise in the 
area and there are no police 
patrolling vans.

Arrested for snatching, 
accused confess to murder 

Victim’s body found in Yamuna Khadar

NEW DELHI 

Six persons were arrested 
for allegedly killing their 
friend over personal enmity 
in Shahdara’s Geeta Colony, 
the police said on Saturday. 

The accused were initial¬ 
ly arrested for their involve¬ 
ment in cases of robbery 
and snatching but allegedly 
confessed to the murder, 
they said. 

The police said the local 
staff of Geeta Colony police 
station was informed that a 
few boys were sitting in a 
park near SDM office and 
are suspected to have been 
involved in cases of robbery 
and snatching. On reaching 
the spot, they conducted a 
search when a loaded coun- 
trymade with live cartridge 
was recovered from the pos¬ 
session of one of the ac¬ 
cused person. 


While being interrogated 
on their previous involve¬ 
ments, one of the accused 
disclosed about killing a 
man along with his asso¬ 
ciates on Sunday night. He 
also said they later dumped 
the body at Yamuna Khadar, 
a senior officer said. 

On their instance, a de¬ 
composed body was reco¬ 
vered from Yamuna Khadar 
following which a murder 
case was registered at Geeta 
Colony police station. The 
deceased was missing from 
his home and no complaint 
was filed by his family mem¬ 
bers, they said. 

During invetsigation, two 
more persons were arrest¬ 
ed; one of who disclosed 
that he had personal enmity 
with deceased due to which 
he planned the killing with 
his associates on September 
29.

A Sessions Court here has 
dismissed an appeal by a 
man challenging a sub-ordi- 
nate court judgment award¬ 
ing him six months of impri¬ 
sonment and fining ?10 lakh 
in a cheque bounce case to 
be paid to the complainant. 

Additional Sessions Judge 
Gorakh Nath Pandey dis¬ 
missed his appeal, saying 
that he failed to rebut the 
presumption that he had is¬ 
sued a cheque to the com¬ 
plainant to repay a loan of 
?7 lakh. 

The convict was a friend 
of the complainant and had 
taken the loan for a short 
period at 5% interest per 
year. At the time of the 
transfer of the loan, the con¬ 
vict had issued a cheque for 


repayment. But when the 
loaner presented it to the 
bank concerned, it was dis¬ 
honoured with the “insuffi¬ 
cient funds” comment. 

When the borrower 
failed to repay even after is¬ 
suance of a legal notice, the 
loaner moved the court un¬ 
der the Negotiable Instru¬ 
ments Act. 

‘Ensure repayment’ 

In the appeal, the convict 
argued that the complai¬ 
nant had misused the 
cheque as it was issued to 
him as a security to ensure 
repayment of the loan. 

The loaner presented the 
cheque for encashment 
even after he had paid him 
more amount than due. 

However, the Judge dis¬ 
missed his submission, stat¬ 


ing that he had issued the 
cheque for repayment of 
the loan, and the Metropoli¬ 
tan Magistrate court cor¬ 
rectly made such a pre¬ 
sumption and held him 
guilty. “This court finds that 
the appellant/convict had 
failed to rebut the presump¬ 
tions under Section 118 and 
139 of NI Act and his de¬ 
fence is found to be improb¬ 
able, baseless and perfunc¬ 
tory. As a result, it is 
concluded that there is no 
illegality or infirmity in the 
impugned judgment of the 
trial court and thus, it does 
not require any interference 
by this court. Accordingly, 
the judgment and order on 
sentence are upheld. In 
view of the above, the ap¬ 
peal stands dismissed, the 
Judge said.

Shiromani Akali Dal chief 
Sukhbir Singh Badal on Sa¬ 
turday said the Shiromani 
Gurdwara Parbandhak Com¬ 
mittee is a democratically 
elected body and not an or¬ 
ganisation of the SAD. 

Mr. Badal has been facing 
flak from the ruling Con¬ 
gress which dubbed the 
apex gurdwara body as a 
“tool” in his party’s hands. 

‘New history’ 

He also hit out at the Con¬ 
gress government in Punjab 
over the issue of 550th birth 
celebrations of Guru Nanalc 
Dev, asking the ruling party 
not to “create a new history” 
while asserting that religious 
functions had always been 
organised by the SGPC. 

“The SGPC is not an or¬ 
ganisation of the Akali Dal. It 
is an organistaion of Sikh 
‘panth’ (community) and it 
is a democratically elected 
body,” Mr. Badal told the 
media here. 

“There is no need for do¬ 


ing politics. The government 
has its own job to do while 
religious body has its own. 
Ever since the SGPC came 
into being, all the religious 
programmes had been or¬ 
ganised by it (sic),” he said. 

“The Congress should not 
try to create a new history in 
this regard,” he added. 

Last month. Chief Minis¬ 
ter Amarinder Singh had de¬ 
scribed the SGPC as a “tool” 
in the hands of the Akali Dal. 
State Minister Sukhjinder 
Singh Randhawa had ac¬ 
cused SGPC chief Gobind 


Singh Longowal of being a 
“puppet in the hands of the 
Badal family”. 

Both the Punjab govern¬ 
ment and the SGPC had 
been at loggerheads over 
joint celebrations of the 
550th birth anniversary of 
Guru Nanak next month. 

The SGPC has decided to 
hold the main event in a sta¬ 
dium near Gurdwara Ber Sa¬ 
hib in Sultanpur Lodhi in Ka- 
purthala district on 
November 12 while the State 
government wants the func¬ 
tion to be held near a “Tent 


City” coming up there. 

Mr. Randhawa, who is the 
State government’s repre¬ 
sentative in the SGPC coor¬ 
dination panel for finalising 
the celebrations pro¬ 
gramme, had expressed his 
annoyance for ignoring the 
State government in extend¬ 
ing invitation to the Presi¬ 
dent and the Prime Minister 
for the same. 

Mr. Badal said the Con¬ 
gress was “indulging in polit¬ 
ics” on the issue. He said he 
was thankful that the Kartar¬ 
pur Corridor had finally 
come up after decades of ef¬ 
forts, including representa¬ 
tions made by former Chief 
Minister Parkash Singh Ba¬ 
dal to successive Prime 
Ministers. 

He said the Corridor as 
well as events associated 
with the 550th ‘Parkash 
Purb’ of Guru Nanak Dev 
should not be politicised. 

“There is no need for 
anyone to get into a credit 
war as the Guru Nanak 
Naam Leva Sangat is aware 
of everything,” he said.

The candidates and suppor¬ 
ters of three major parties - 
Biju Janata Dal, BJP and 
Congress - contesting the 
bypoll in Bijepur Assembly 
constituency in western Od- 
isha have started campaign¬ 
ing with full force. The by¬ 
poll scheduled to be held in 
the seat on October 21. 

Party activists have hit 
the streets of Bijepur with¬ 
out waiting for the Durga 
Puja festivities to get over af¬ 
ter the list of their respec¬ 
tive star campaigners was 
released on Thursday. 

The Bijepur seat in Bar- 
garh district is going to the 
polls for the third time in 
less than two years.

poll held in February 2018 
and the second one when 
the general election was 
held earlier this year. 

Star campaigners 

The Congress, which fin¬ 
ished third in the last two 
elections in Bijepur, ap¬ 
pears to be be keen on put¬ 
ting up a fight this time. The 
party’s list of star cam¬ 
paigners includes its top 


leaders - Sonia Gandhi, Ra¬ 
hul Gandhi, Manmohan 
Singh and Priyanlca Gandhi 
Vadra among others. 

The BJP’s list has the 
names of J.P. Nadda, Smriti 
Irani, Union Ministers Dhar- 
mendra Pradhan and Pra- 
tap Sarangi, both of whom 
belong to Odisha, apart 
from many other senior 
leaders. 

As regards the BJD, which 
won the seat in the last two 
elections with impressive 
margins, the list of star cam¬ 
paigners include Chief Mi¬ 
nister Naveen Patnaik, who 
is likely to campaign for two 
days on October 17 and 18. 

The ruling party’s list of 
star campaigners also has 
the names of many Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament, Minis¬ 
ters and legislators. 


While it is a prestige bat¬ 
tle for all the three major 
parties, the BJD leaders 
have started working hard 
to ensure a victory with 
higher margin like in the 
last two polls. 

The BJD is confident 
since its nominee for the 
upcoming bypoll, Rita Sa- 
hu, had won the bypoll in 
2018 with a margin of over 
41,000 votes and the Chief 
Minister, who vacated the 
seat necessitating this by¬ 
poll, had won by more than 
57,000 votes. 

Ms. Sahu is facing chal¬ 
lenge from the BJP’s Sanat 
Gartia, who was defeated by 
Mr. Patnaik earlier this year, 
and Dillip Panda of the Con¬ 
gress, a local leader contest¬ 
ing Assembly election for 
the first time.

KOLKATA 

Moushumi and Tamal Dutta 
barely have a minute to 
spare as prepare for the Dur¬ 
ga Puja celebrations in their 
house in the Baguihati area 
of Kolkata. The Duttas are 
set to rewrite history as they 
plan to worship a Muslim 
girl child as part of Kumari 
Puja, a ritual that takes place 
on Mahaashtami, the eighth 
day of Durga Puja, on 
Sunday. 

When the Duttas com¬ 
menced their Durga Puja in 
2013, they decided to break 
away from every tradition. 
They have worshipped girls 
of different castes and reli¬ 
gions as Kumari to make the 
celebrations as inclusive as 
possible. 

“Ma Durga has no caste, 
creed or religion. We are 
worshipping the child as Ma 
and motherhood has no reli¬ 
gion. Hinduism is a liberal 
religion and we shouldn’t be 
rigid,” said Ms. Dutta. 

‘Happily agreed’ 

When Mr. Dutta, an engi¬ 
neer at the Kamarhati Muni¬ 
cipality in North 24 Paraga- 
nas, asked his colleague 
Mohammed Ibrahim about a 
Muslim girl child they could 
worship, the latter imme¬ 
diately thought of Fatima, 
his 4-year-old niece. Mr. 
Ibrahim broached the sub¬ 
ject with his older brother 
Imran, and then with his sis¬ 
ter Bushra Bibi, Fatima’s 
mother. Everyone in the fa¬ 
mily “happily agreed” to let 
Fatima, who is yet to start 
school, be worshipped as 
the ‘Kumari’ (a virgin and 
unmarried girl). They sent a 
picture of Fatima to the Dut¬ 
tas and made all the arrange¬ 
ments to bring her to Bagui¬ 


hati, on the eastern edge of 
the city. 

“I share a good relation 
with sir [Mr. Dutta], so when 
he asked me if he could wor¬ 
ship my niece, I was very 
happy,” Mr. Ibrahim said. 

Following this, Bushra Bi¬ 
bi and Fatima, who belong 
to a lower-middle income fa¬ 
mily, were brought to Kolka¬ 
ta from their house in Agra. 
Mr. Ibrahim said his sister 
was “honoured by this invi¬ 
tation” and all of them 
looked forward to having a 
unique Puja. They are cur¬ 
rently staying at Mr. Ibra¬ 
him’s house in Kamarhati. 

During Kumari Puja or Ka- 
nya Puja, a girl child who has 
not attained puberty yet is 
worshipped as an image of 
the goddess Durga. Kumari 
Puja, taking place in diffe¬ 
rent parts of the country 
during Puja, however, has a 
casteist connotation to it, 
since only Brahmin girls can 
be worshipped, according to 
tradition. Interestingly, in 
1898, Swami Vivekananda 
had worshiped a Muslim 
boatman’s daughter as Dur¬ 
ga in Kashmir, after he re¬ 
ceived a vision about her. 
The event is now described 
as Kumari Puja. However, all 


Puja Committees do not en¬ 
courage the ritual. 

‘Welcome initiative’ 

Nrisingha Prasad Bhaduri, 
eminent Orientalist scholar 
of the epics and Puranas, ex¬ 
plained that the spirit of Ku¬ 
mari Puja has changed over 
the last century. “Kumari Pu¬ 
ja started as a celebration of 
virginity and also women’s 
empowerment. The Shas- 
tras were made a long time 
back, so the rule that only 
Brahmin children could be 
Kumari was made by Brah¬ 
min themselves. Today, we 
are in a secular democracy, 
so if somebody decides to 
worship a girl of a different 
religion as Kumari, then that 
is considered progressive 
and a welcome initiative,” 
said Professor Bhaduri. 

Ms. Dutta said that her el¬ 
der brother had suggested 
worshipping a Muslim girl to 
induce “a strong message of 
communal peace” in Bengal. 
Ms. Dutta’s Puja has trig¬ 
gered curiosity in Kolkata - 
a city that, since Friday, has 
dramatically changed with 
lights and installations from 
Friday night.

Noise pollution

CUTTACK 

Much to relief of puja com¬ 
mittees and revellers, the 
Commissionerate police 
have relaxed the ban on 
the use of loudspeakers at 
all the puja pandals of the 
twin cities of Cuttack and 
Bhubaneswar. 

Instead of the earlier 10 
p.m. deadline, the loud¬ 
speakers at the mandaps 
can now be used till mid¬ 
night on all puja days, the¬ 
reby giving an additional 
two hours for cultural pro¬ 
grammes such as melodies 
and bhajans, which are an 
integral part of the Dusseh- 
ra gaiety in Cuttack. 

While over 162 puja 
mandaps have been erect¬ 
ed in Cuttack city for this 
year’s five-day Durga Puja 
celebrations, over 170 puja 
mandaps have come up in 
the capital city of Bhuba¬ 
neswar. On the day of ‘Ma- 
hasaptami puja’ on Satur¬ 
day, lakhs of devotees in 
the afternoon turned up at 
different mandaps in the 
twin cities. 

New mandaps 

Maintaining Cuttack’s age- 
old tradition of giving spar¬ 
kling white backdrops to 
the deities with silver ta¬ 
bleaux, three new man¬ 
daps of the city have joined 
this bandwagon this year, 
taking the number to 27. 

To maintain law and or¬ 
der during the puja days, 
the police have deployed 
50 platoons of armed pol¬ 
ice and special forces in 
Cuttack city. Similarly, over 
300 senior police officers 
have been roped in from 
nearby districts to oversee 
the traffic in the city. 

Similar arrangements 
have also been made for 
Bhubaneswar.

‘Low conviction in cases against IAS officers’ 

Since 2000, officers have been convicted in only three cases, claims RTI activist

Only a few corruption cases 
involving IAS officers in Od¬ 
isha have ended in convic¬ 
tion, alleged an RTI activist 
here. 

“Since 2000, as many as 
31 IAS officers have been 
probed by State vigilance de¬ 
partment in connection with 
different cases of graft. Only 
in three cases, officers have 
been convicted and the rate 
of conviction is below 10%,” 
said Pradip Pradhan, who 
pursued with authorities 
and the Odisha Information 
Commission for the past five 
years for the information. 


“The information says in 
most cases the final report 
has been submitted and 
chargesheet has been filed. 
But we are still in the dark if 
these high-ranking officials 
have been punished under 
law or the government has 
dismissed them,” said Mr. 
Pradhan. 

He alleged names of IAS 
officers in the ‘dal scam’ had 
been surreptitiously 

dropped and most of these 
corrupt bureaucrats had 
been given protection in 
name of pending investiga¬ 
tion and submission of final 
report. 

The government was so 


reluctant to share names of 
corrupt IAS officers that it 
evaded replying to an RTI 
application for five years, 
Mr. Pradhan alleged. 

“In 2014, the RTI applica¬ 
tion was filed with the Direc¬ 
torate of Vigilance, Cuttack 
seeking information about 
details of vigilance cases 
filed against IAS and OAS of¬ 
ficers. The final report was 
prepared and chargesheet 
filed between 2000 and 
2014,” he said. 

The RTI activist said the 
public information officer 
and First Appellate Authori¬ 
ty rejected the application 
stating that it was too volu¬ 


minous information to 
share. 

“Then second appeal was 
filed with the Odisha Infor¬ 
mation Commission in 2015. 
The government issued a 
notification saying the State 
vigilance does not come un¬ 
der the ambit of RTI Act. The 
decision was later chal¬ 
lenged in Orissa High Court,” 
said Mr. Pradhan 

After years of regular 
hearing and discussion with 
the Chief Information Com¬ 
missioner, Odisha in 2017, it 
was finally agreed that the 
list of corruption cases in¬ 
volving IAS officers would be 
supplied, he said.

“However, no evidence was 
found to support the allega¬ 
tions that non-Mizos were 
roaming across the State

Such allegations were re¬ 
vealed to be unfounded or a 
result of communication 
gap, he said. 

The State police appeal to 
all the residents to remain 
calm and not be misguided 
by such baseless and uncon¬ 
firmed posts over the social 
media, the officer added.

No plan to ban day traffic

KOZHIKODE 

The confidential investiga¬ 
tion launched by the Crime 
Branch into the Kozhikode 
serial murders came to the 
attention of the people of 
Koodathayi, a village located 
about 30 km from the city, 
only when the investigators 
decided to open the graves 
of the six victims and collect 
the remains for forensic ex¬ 
amination. 

The squad had main¬ 
tained secrecy in investiga¬ 
tion and placed the suspects 
- Jolly Shaju, the prime ac¬ 
cused, and two others - un¬ 
der surveillance. 

Rojo Thomas, son of first 
victim Tom Thomas, had 
told the squad that he too 
was under the scanner of the 
alleged murderers. The man 
and his family could not be 
targeted as they lived 
abroad, police sources said. 
It was Mr. Rojo’s persistent 
demand that prompted the 
Crime Branch to take up the 
case, which was not probed 
in depth by the local police. 


He had gone to the squad 
multiple times with the evi¬ 
dence against the suspects, 
and the Crime Branch then 
decided to open the graves. 

District Police Chief (Koz¬ 
hikode Rural) K.G. Simon on 


Saturday said the post-mor¬ 
tem examination of the body 
of Roy Thomas - the third 
victim - which revealed trac¬ 
es of cyanide, provided the 
Crime Branch team with in¬ 
criminating evidence to ar¬ 


rest the three suspects. 

Of the six victims, post¬ 
mortem examination was 
conducted only on Roy Tho¬ 
mas’s body, since his death 
was suspected to be a case of 
suicide. “Details of the other 


five deaths came to light fol¬ 
lowing a two-month investi¬ 
gation by a Crime Branch 
squad,” Mr. Simon told re¬ 
porters at Vadakara. He said 
the police had submitted a 
re-investigation report to the 
court. 

Forged ID card 

According to Mr. Simon, the 
enthusiasm shown by Jolly 
Shaju to project the death of 
her former husband Roy 
Thomas as cardiac arrest 
prompted the squad to focus 
on her. They found that Jolly 
was using a forged identity 
card of the NIT-C to create 
the impression that she was 
a lecturer there. 

“We decided to exhume 
the bodies of all six victims 
and do forensic examina¬ 
tion. Preliminary evidence 
shows all were murdered,” 
he said. Mr. Simon said Jolly 
and Roy Thomas were not on 
good terms. “We have evi¬ 
dence to show she got the 
cyanide from the other two 
suspects, M.S. Mathew and 
P. Prajikumar,” he said.

ICURNOOL 

A nine-year-old girl was al¬ 
legedly raped by an uniden¬ 
tified person at Yemmiganur 
here in Andhra Pradesh on 
Friday evening. 

The incident occurred 
when the girl went into the 
bushes near the Yemmiga¬ 
nur police station to attend 
nature’s call, as there was 
no toilet in her house. 

The police have formed 
three teams to nab the 
accused. 

Yemmiganur town Circle 
Inspector Sreedhar Raju 
told The Hindu that the 
child’s parents worked as 
daily wagers. He said the un¬ 
identified person reportedly 
followed the girl, lured her 
with chocolates and com¬ 
mitted the crime, Mr. Sreed¬ 
har said. 

“The child screamed for 
help while she was being 
sexually assaulted. To si¬ 
lence her, the accused hit 
her on the head with a 


stone, which immobilised 
her,” he added 

Hearing the screams, the 
girl’s parents rushed to the 
spot and saw her lying in a 
pool of blood. By that time, 
the accused had fled. 

The girl was then rushed 
to the local government hos¬ 
pital where she was admi¬ 
nistered first aid. Later she 
was shifted to the Kurnool 
Government General Hospi¬ 
tal. “She received 14 stitches 
on her head,” said Mr. 
Sreedhar. Her condition is 
said to be stable. 

“The girl told us that she 
does not know the man, but 
could identify him,” the pol¬ 
ice officer said. 

Mr. Sreedhar said that as 
the incident occurred near 
the police station, the ac¬ 
cused might have been cap¬ 
tured by the CCTV cameras 
set up by the police. “We are 
going through the footage,” 
he added. 

The Yemmiganur police 
have registered a case.

to address this gap. 

Interacting with the me¬ 
dia after delivering the con¬ 
vocation address at the B.S. 
Abdur Rahman Crescent In¬

The CBI has opposed a peti¬ 
tion of Andhra Pradesh 
Chief Minister Y.S. Jagan Mo¬ 
han Reddy seeking exemp¬ 
tion from personal appea¬ 
rance during court hearings 
in connection with the cases 
against him. He filed the pe¬ 
tition last month. 

“It is submitted that it is 
almost six years from the 
date of filing last chargesh- 
eet in the case, but the trial 
proceedings are yet to start. 


This is an indication that the 
accused has been able to 
procrastinate the proceed¬ 
ings on one pretext or the 
other,” said the agency, urg¬ 
ing the court to dismiss the 
petition. 

The CBI said that in such 
circumstances, if the request 
was allowed, it would “vir¬ 
tually entail him to liberate 
himself from the lawful res¬ 
trictions” imposed by the 
court to ensure the ends of 
justice and “give him an un¬ 
solicited liberty to do wha¬ 


tever he wants and influence 
the witnesses”. 

The agency said that in all 
11 chargesheets, Mr. Reddy 
was named as accused in his 
individual capacity and as a 
representative of his compa¬ 
nies and therefore should at¬ 
tend the court proceedings. 

The petitioner being head 
of the Andhra Pradesh go¬ 
vernment was placed in a 
much more advantageous 
position to influence wit¬ 
nesses, the agency said in its 
affidavit earlier this week.

pany Private Limited. West 
Zone DCP B. Sumathi said 
they had applied for his pol¬ 
ice custody. 

Whole-time director of 
the company G. Singa Rao 
lodged a complaint with the 
Banjara Hills police on Fri¬ 
day alleging that Ravi Pra¬ 
kash and M.K.V.N. Murthy 
withdrew huge sums from 
the bank accounts of the 
company without following 
the prescribed procedure 
and without providing any 
calculations thereof and

without proper approval of 
directors or shareholders. 

‘Three persons involved’ 

Citing another name, Mr. 
Rao alleged that the three 
persons withdrew H8.31 
crore as bonus and HI.74 
crore as ex gratia. 

“Ravi Prakash and Murthy 
- who were the directors 
and authorised signatories 


to the bank accounts as on 
the date of drawal of the 
abovesaid sums - misused 
their cheque power, which 
is to be used for the interest 
of the company, and have 
withdrawn the amounts 
fraudulently,” Mr. Rao said 
in his complaint. He alleged 
that the amount “misused” 
by the duo was almost equiv¬ 
alent to the profits of two fi¬ 
nancial years. 

DCP Sumathi said the 
main allegation was that the 
money withdrawn citing bo¬ 
nus and ex gratia was used 
for personal purpose. The 
police went through Ravi 
Prakash’s bank transactions. 
“Approval of the board of di¬ 
rectors is a must for with¬ 
drawing the amount. We will 
probe if the money was 
transferred to personal ac¬ 
counts,” the DCP said.

Around 600 employees, in¬ 
cluding 70 from Kerala, have 
been suffering in labour 
camps in Dammam, Saudi 
Arabia, without food, medi¬ 
cine and wages. 

These employees, many 
of them working in Saudi 
Arabia for five to 30 years, 
were left in dire straits as 
their companies, mostly in 
the construction sector, 
were listed in the ‘Red’ cate¬ 
gory after they failed to im¬ 
plement the Nitaqat law. 

Nitaqat, which was 
brought in to localise labour, 
makes it mandatory for all 
businesses in private sector 
to reserve at least 10% of jobs 
for Saudi nationals. 

K.V. Abdul Khader, MLA 
and chairman of the As¬ 



sembly committee for Prava- 
si Welfare, who visited the la¬ 
bour camp of Al Dossary 
Company in Jubail city in 
KSA, said the lives of these 
labourers was horrible. Al 
Dossary was a well-esta¬ 
blished company for roads 
and other civil works. 

“They have been denied 
food and medicine. They are 
not getting wages for more 
than 10 months. As they are 
not getting any insurance be¬ 
nefits, many are not able to 
take treatment for even se¬ 
rious illnesses,” said Mr. 
Khader. 

“Most of them face travel 
ban as their visa and other 
documents have already ex¬ 
pired. They cannot come 
back home even if their be¬ 
loved ones die. Many are yet 
to get huge amounts of mo-

ney from their companies as 
service benefits,” Mr. Khader 
said. 

“Their labour camps have 
been without power or wa¬ 
ter supply for months. Many 
of them collapse unable to 
tolerate the heat. The com¬ 
pany managements are not 
providing them with any 
help. They are now surviving 
with the support of some 
Malayali organisations,” the 
MLA said. 

There are many more 
workers in various other 
companies like Al Khobar 



and Araar, who face a similar 
fate, he added. 

The new management 
policy is to close down the 
company without paying 
any compensation to em¬ 
ployees. They are not given 
any wages for the last 10 
months, according to Em¬ 
ployees Coordination Com¬ 
mittee of Al Dossary Compa¬ 
ny. 

The employees submitted 
a written complaint to a Sau¬ 
di labour court with the sup¬ 
port of the Indian Embassy 
help desk and verdict was in 
their favour. But the compa¬ 
ny is not taking any step to 
execute the judgment, the 
employees alleged. 

Mr. Khader urged the Un¬ 
ion government to take up 
the issue at the diplomatic le¬ 
vel with the Saudi Ministry.

Thousands of students, soft¬ 
ware professionals and em¬ 
ployees working in private 
companies in Hyderabad,

The South Central Rail¬ 
way (SCR), private travel 
buses, cabs and taxi opera¬ 
tors rushed to Hyderabad to 
clear the Dasara rush as the 
strike came into effect on 
Friday midnight. 



The SCR is operating spe¬ 
cial trains from various 
destinations. 

“Dasara is one of the ma¬ 
jor festivals and we want to 
celebrate it with our family. 
We reserved tickets in 
TSRTC buses in advance to 


travel to Vijayawada but bus¬ 
es were cancelled,” said a 
passenger T. Damodar. 

The APSRTC has geared 
up to meet the situation and 
is running special buses. 

“Many employees, natives 
of East and West Godavari, 


Guntur, Prakasam and other 
districts, generally book tick¬ 
ets up to Vijayawada, which 
is a transport hub. They will 
then take various modes of 
transport to reach their na¬ 
tive places. Now there is a 
huge demand for private 
buses,” said an operator. 

APSRTC Executive Direc¬ 
tor (ED-operations) K.V.R.K. 
Prasad told The Hindu the 
corporation was running 
549 buses on a regular basis 
to Hyderabad and 4,000 
special buses had been 
planned for the festival. 

“The Telangana govern¬ 
ment has requested us to run 
extra buses and we are rea¬ 
dy. Our teams have been de¬ 
puted to Hyderabad, Benga¬ 
luru, Chennai and other 
cities to monitor the situa¬ 
tion,” he said.

The cutting of trees at the Aa¬ 
rey forest continued through 
the night of Friday and into 
Saturday, even as activists 
and residents of Mumbai 
reacted with outrage over 
the government's decision to 
start felling in the middle of 
the night just hours after the 
High Court verdict. 

The handling of the prot¬ 
ests by police also came in 
for criticism with 29 persons 
arrested early in the morn¬ 
ing and nearly 200 others 
detained through the day. 
Those detained on Saturday 
also included NCP leader 
and MLA Jitendra Awhad. 

Mumbai Police spokesper¬ 
son DCP Pranaya Ashok con¬ 
firmed that 23 men and six 
women were arrested in the 
early hours of Saturday. 
“The accused were arrested 
as they held a protest with¬ 
out prior permission and as¬ 
saulted two constables, in¬ 
cluding a female constable,” 
Mr. Ashok said. 

The arrested protestors 


were later remanded in judi¬ 
cial custody for 14 days. 

Following the protests, 
police imposed Section 144 
in and around Aarey till Sun¬ 
day morning. Only residents 
of Aarey Milk Colony and 
those who could prove they 
had work in Aarey were al¬ 
lowed entry. There were pol¬ 
ice barriers at all entry 
points like Goregaon, Marol 
and Powai and public tran¬ 
sport was diverted. 

‘Surgical strike’ 

As the felling of trees conti¬ 
nued, Stalin Dayanand of the 


NGO Vanashakti, one of the 
petitioners against the go¬ 
vernment decision, called it 
a “surgical strike on Aarey”. 

“We have confirmed infor¬ 
mation that around 1,800 
trees were cut by 3 p.m. and 
they plan to clear the plot by 
Monday, when the courts re¬ 
open,” Mr. Dayanand said. 
Out of the 2,646 trees that 
are to be removed, 2,238 
trees are slated to be cut and 
the rest are planned to be 
transplanted. 

Senior officials from the 
State government said on 
condition of anonymity that 


a high level meeting with the 
Commissioner of Police, 
Mumbai and the Chief Secre¬ 
tary was held on Thursday to 
assess the situation ahead of 
Friday’s judgement. 

On Friday night protesters 
poured into Aarey, number¬ 
ing nearly 400 by 11 p.m. 

The police then resorted 
to a lathi charge and de¬ 
tained around 150 persons 
initially. The detainees were 
taken to various police sta¬ 
tions including Vanrai, Sam- 
ta Nagar, Powai and Aarey.

Odisha woman in labour 
dies in ambulance 

Vehicle out of fuel on way to hospital

A pregnant woman in la¬ 
bour died when an ambu¬ 
lance carrying her ran out of 
fuel on its way to a hospital 
in Odisha’s Mayurbhanj dis¬ 
trict on Saturday. 

The victim, Tulasi Mun- 
da, had initially been admit¬ 
ted to the Bangriposi go¬ 
vernment hospital, where 
she went into labour at 10 
p.m. on Friday. 

The attending doctors 
found her blood pressure 
very high and immediately 
referred her to the Raghu- 
nath Murmu Medical Col¬ 
lege Hospital, Baripada, 
which is 40 km from Bangri¬ 
posi. 

“The 108 ambulance was 
not immediately available at 
Bangriposi,” said Chittaran- 
jan Munda, the victim’s hus¬ 
band. “Doctors suggested 
me to take her in a govern¬ 
ment ambulance that was 


available on the campus,” 
he added. 

The ambulance had bare¬ 
ly travelled 15 km when it 
ran out of fuel. “The vehicle 
did not move,” said Mr. 
Munda. “There was nobody 
to help in the dead of the 
night. We were stranded for 
over an hour,” he recalled. 

A 108 ambulance was 
called, which reached the 
spot after about an hour. 
When they reached the hos¬ 
pital around 2 a.m. on Satur¬ 
day, doctors declared her 
‘brought dead’. 

Pradip Mohapatra, Chief 
District Medical Officer of 
Mayurbhanj, said, “The am¬ 
bulance hit a snag at an iso¬ 
lated place due to which 
there was a delay in shifting 
the woman. The driver said 
the fuel pipe ruptured mid¬ 
way and oil drained out.” A 
detailed inquiry into the in¬ 
cident will be conducted, he 
added. 


When Mizoram shows 
way to reuse Durga idol 

Fibreglass avatar used to cut pollution

Goddess Durga has a fibre- 
glass ‘avatar’ in Mizoram 
and it has much to do with 
slaying the demon of ecolog¬ 
ical degradation. 

There are very few tem¬ 
ples in Mizoram, where 87% 
of the population is Chris¬ 
tian. Of the 13 that are man¬ 
aged by the Central Gorkha 
Mandir Committee, five are 
in Aizawl. 

Until about a decade ago, 
the Durga Puja celebration 
in these temples was similar 
to that in adjoining Assam 
and Tripura - installing clay 
idols of the Goddess and 
members of her family and 
immersing them on Vijaya 
Dasami. 

But things changed in 
2011. Cutting costs - the 
idols had to be brought from 
southern Assam’s Silchar 
about 190 km north - was a 
factor. But the bigger reason 
was to stop adding chemical 
colours and other pollutants 
to the hill river systems. 

“That year, we switched 
to the images of the Goddess 
and her entourage printed 
on flex. We used a dollop of 
earth as a symbolic idol for 
worshipping, used all biode¬ 
gradable material to con¬ 
duct the puja and immersed 
them in the streams and riv¬ 
ers as per the convenience 
of each temple administra¬ 
tion,” Uday Kumar, the com¬ 
mittee’s president told The 
Hindu. 

Five years later, the com¬ 
mittee members realised

that the non-biodegradable 
flex were also prone to 
tearing. 

“In 2016, we decided to 
change to a fibreglass idol. 
The bigger temple at Bawng- 
kawn has a 5ft idol while the 
one at Om Mandir in 
Thuampui, our locality, is 
smaller,” said Pratap Chhe- 
tri, a local resident and State 
government employee. 

The locality has some 120 
Gurkha families. 

About 20,000 of Mizo¬ 
ram’s 1.12 million people are 
Gurkhas, mostly descen¬ 
dants of soldiers the British 
had brought along 120 years 
ago. 

Mr. Kumar said each fi¬ 
breglass Durga idol is stored 
in a consecrated place with¬ 
in the temple complex after 
the Puja and brought out for 
the next year’s celebration. 
“You can say we don’t throw 
our Mother Goddess away 
after we are through with 
worshipping her. She is al¬ 
ways around us,” he said.

Mr. Nasheed was in Delhi to 
speak at the World Eco¬ 
nomic Forum India sum¬ 
mit. His speech focused on 
China’s investments in the 
Maldives, which he referred 
to as more exploitative 
“than the [British] East In¬ 
dia company”, sparked 
strong reactions from the 
Chinese Ambassador to the 
Maldives Zhang Lizhong on 
Friday. 

Mr. Zhang called the 
comments “irresponsible” 
in a series of tweets criticis¬ 
ing Mr. Nasheed, and also 
accused him of trying to 
play India against China. 
“Any attempt to drive a 
wedge between China and 
India is futile...developing 
better relations with China 
and India simultaneously is 


in the best interest of the 
Maldives,” Mr. Zhang tweet¬ 
ed. Mr. Nasheed denied 
that his comments on Chi¬ 
na were out of line with the 
Ibu Solih government’s fo¬ 
reign policy, but conceded 
that despite a year in office, 
the Solih government has 
shown no signs of revoking 
Chinese projects. 

“I do hope the MDP go¬ 
vernment is not looking for 
arrangements with China. 
China must reduce the debt 
to an actual and factual le¬ 
vel, not the inflated prices 
they have given,” Mr. Nash¬ 
eed said, adding that even 
the Maldives-China Free 
Trade Agreement could be 
stalled by their Parliament.

Kerala police crack 
serial murder case 


The investigators cracked 
the mystery by tracking 
Mathew and Prajikumar, 
who allegedly supplied the 
cyanide to the woman for 
executing the murders. 

The duo was working at 
the time with a local jewel¬ 
lery firm and had access to 
the poisonous chemical.. 

Annamma Thomas was 
the first victim in 2002 and 
reportedly died soon after 
having some home-made 
food. Six years later, her 
husband Tom Thomas died 
the same way, followed by 
their son Roy in 2011. 

The other three deaths 
took place in 2014 and 
2016. Annamma’s brother 
Mathew Manchadiyil, and 
his two relatives - Sily and 
her daughter were the vic¬ 
tims. 

They too are believed to 
have died after having food 
mixed with a small quanti¬ 
ty of cyanide. 

After the mysterious 
deaths, the woman who al¬ 


legedly masterminded the 
killing married another 
member of the family. 

The conspiracy was ex¬ 
posed after Rojo Thomas, 
son of Tom Thomas, filed a 
confidential petition with 
the Crime Branch seeking a 
probe into the suspicious 
deaths in his family. He al¬ 
so submitted proof of some 
secret land deals, in which 
the suspects tried to take 
control of the properties of 
the dead persons. 

In a preliminary investi¬ 
gation, the Crime Branch 
squad confirmed that Shaju 
was present when all the 
six deaths occurred. 

The actual motive was 
revealed when the squad 
checked the property tran¬ 
sactions and financial deals 
done by her in partnership 
with her new husband. The 
details of telephone calls 
made by the two during the 
time of the deaths too 
helped the police in unco¬ 
vering the mystery.

He also talked about 
creating new battalions of 
Border Guard Force for Miz¬ 
oram and the need for re¬ 
cruitment of Hindi teachers 
under central schemes. 

Mr. Shah and members of 
the NGO Coordination Com¬ 
mittee also held a meeting 
on CAB. The committee 
leaders were advised to draft 
a special clause to be incor¬ 
porated in the CAB to streng¬ 
then the Inner Line Permit 
system in all ILP States. 

It will act as a buffer to the 
CAB in these States, the re¬ 
lease said.

A special aircraft carrying 
cars and cargo from China is 
expected to arrive at Chen¬ 
nai airport in a few days, 
ahead of Chinese President 
Xi Jinping’s visit next week. 

“A Boeing 747 may be ar¬ 
riving early next week carry¬ 
ing their cars. It is not clear 
how many will be transport¬ 
ed. The aircraft will carry 
everything the Chinese Pre¬ 
sident and his personnel 
will need for their stay here 
for two days from 11 October 
to 13 October,” an official 
said. 

Inspection was recently 
done by Chinese personnel 
in the airport to check for 
security and other arrange¬ 
ments and in a few days, 
personnel from the Special 
Protection Group (SPG) too 
will arrive in the city to car¬ 
ry out their inspection of 
the airport, sources said. 

For the brief period when 
the Chinese President ar¬ 
rives, there will be no dom¬ 
estic and international 
flights; airlines will be in¬ 
formed to reschedule the 
timings of the flights.

New Delhi and Dhaka fail to ink deal on river waters 


Agreement signed to share data on 
ports for improved connectivity

India and Bangladesh on Sa¬ 
turday failed to conclude a 
framework agreement to op¬ 
timise the use of waters from 
six rivers including the Ma- 
nu, Muhuri, Khowai, Gumti, 
Dharla and Dudhkumar, 
which has been discussed for 
several months. 

According to a joint state¬ 
ment issued after the bilater¬ 
al meeting between visiting 
Bangladesh Prime Minister 


Sheikh Hasina and Prime Mi¬ 
nister Narendra Modi, the 
two leaders have directed of¬ 
ficials to complete the six-riv¬ 
er agreement as well as a 
feasibility study for the Gan- 
ga-Padma barrage project as 
part of an upgraded version 
of the 1996 Ganga Water 
Sharing treaty. 

No progress was also re¬ 
ported on the long pending 
Teesta water sharing agree¬ 
ment either, said the joint 
statement, but “Prime Minis-

ter Modi informed that his 
government is working with 
all stakeholders in India for 
conclusion of the Agreement 
soonest possible,” indicating 
that West Bengal Chief Minis¬ 


ter Mamata Banerjee has not 
withdrawn her opposition to 
the agreement. 

In other major agree¬ 
ments on river water issues, 
Bangladesh has agreed to al¬ 
low India to withdraw 1.82 
cusecs water from the Feni 
river for a drinking water 
supply project in Tripura. 

Procedural data for the 
use of two Bangladeshi ports 
for goods from India was also 
exchanged as the two sides 
committed to greater con¬ 
nectivity between the two 
countries. 

The other issue that came 
up during the bilateral talks 


was the plight of nearly a mil¬ 
lion Rohingya refugees who 
are currently staying in 
camps in Cox Bazaar. 

Rohingya refugees 

Ms. Hasina reportedly re¬ 
quested Mr. Modi to use his 
“good relations” with the 
Myanmar government to fa¬ 
cilitate the return of all the 
refugees. 

When asked if Bangladesh 
was holding back Hindu Re¬ 
fugees from Rakhine state to 
send them back along with 
the majority Muslim Rohin¬ 
gya community, Bangladesh 
Foreign Secretary Shahidul 


Haque denied that they were 
holding anyone back. 

“We have twice made fa¬ 
cilities for Rohingyas to go 
back so we have not stopped 
anyone from going back 
whose citizenship has been 
verified [by Myanmar]. The 
border is open from our side 
and we want them to go back 
as soon as possible,” he said.

Three law students have 
written to Chief Justice of In¬ 
dia (CJI) Ranjan Gogoi to 
drop the colonial practice of 
using legal size paper across 
courts in India and opt for 
the commonly available A4 
size sheets for case records. 

“The government and 
corporates are the biggest li¬ 
tigants, both of which carry 
out their internal affairs by 
use of A4 size paper. Use of 
legal size paper is only the 
result of British colonial 
practice, which is still being 
continued without any logic. 
Even in countries like the 


U.K. and U.S., their entire le¬ 
gal system make use of A4 
size paper,” they said. 

Besides, Abhinav Singh, 
Akriti Agarwal and Lakshya 
Purohit informed the CJI that 
A4 paper was more econom¬ 
ical to photocopy, given the 
numerous copies of case re¬ 
cords courts require litigants 
to file. Photocopying was a 
separate industry within 
court complexes. Copies of 
pleadings depended on the 
number of parties, records 
and also the number of judg¬ 
es on the Bench. 

For example, in the Ayod- 
hya appeals, the court re¬ 
cords alone filled 15 huge

steel boxes. The five civil 
suits had numerous defen¬ 
dants. 

Copies had to be made for 
each one, and most impor¬ 
tantly, five separate copies of 
every record for each of the 
judges on the Bench. The 
photocopies alone would 


cost a fortune for the 
litigants. 

The letter pointed out that 
photostat vendors charged 
*2 for copying the legal size 
paper and *1 for A4 paper. 

For the CJI, who heads the 
Ayodhya Bench, the Septem¬ 
ber 30 letter from the three 
students may come as an 
eye-opener.

After years of growing hostil¬ 
ity and competition for in¬ 
fluence, Saudi Arabia and 
Iran have taken steps toward 
indirect talks to try to reduce 
the tensions that have 
brought West Asia to the 
brink of war, according to of¬ 
ficials from several countries 
involved in the efforts. 

Even the prospect of such 
talks represents a remarka¬ 
ble turnaround, coming only 
a few weeks after a coordi¬ 
nated attack on Saudi oil in¬ 
stallations led to bellicose 
threats in the Gulf. 

It was President Donald 
Trump’s refusal to retaliate 
against Iran for the Septem¬ 
ber 14 attack, analysts say, 
that set off unintended con¬ 
sequences, prompting Saudi 
Arabia to seek its own solu¬ 
tion to the conflict. That so¬ 
lution, in turn, could subvert 
Mr. Trump’s effort to build 
an Arab alliance to isolate 
Iran. 

In recent weeks, officials 
of Iraq and Pakistan said, 
Saudi Crown Prince Mo¬ 
hammed bin Salman asked 
the leaders of those two 


countries to speak with their 
Iranian counterparts about 
de-escalation. 

Iran welcomed the ges¬ 
tures, stating privately and 
publicly that it was open to 
talks with Saudi Arabia. 

Offer for mediation 

In a statement to The New 
York Times on Friday, the 
Saudi government acknow¬ 
ledged that Iraq and Pakistan 
had offered to mediate talks 


between the two countries 
but denied that Crown 
Prince Mohammed had ta¬ 
ken the initiative. 

“Efforts at de-escalation 
must emanate from the par¬ 
ty that began the escalation 
and launched attacks, not 
the kingdom,” the statement 
said. 

Distrust between the two 
West Asian powers remains 
intense, and the prospect of 
high-level direct talks any 


time soon appears remote. 
But even a slight warming 
could echo far outside their 
respective borders, where 
their rivalry fuels political di¬ 
vides from Lebanon to 
Yemen. 

Iran has long wanted to 
wrest the Saudis from their 
alliance with Iran’s archene¬ 
mies, Israel and the U.S. 

The new overtures bet¬ 
ween Saudi Arabia and Iran 
began in the aftermath of last 


month’s drone and cruise 
missile strikes on two Saudi 
oil facilities, which Saudi 
Arabia and the U.S. accused 
Iran of orchestrating. 

No war 

Prime Minister Imran Khan 
of Pakistan met with Crown 
Prince Mohammed, the de 
facto ruler of Saudi Arabia, 
in Jiddah last month. Days la¬ 
ter, while Mr. Khan was at 
the General Assembly, he 
told reporters that the 
Crown Prince had asked him 
to talk to Iran. 

Crown Prince Mohammed 
told Mr. Khan, “I want to 
avoid war,” according to a se¬ 
nior Pakistani official. “He 
asked the Prime Minister to 
get involved.” 

Mr. Khan then spoke with 
Mr. Rouhani on the sidelines 
of the General Assembly. 

The Iraqi Prime Minister, 
Adel Abdul Mahdi, visited 
Saudi Arabia a few days after 
Mr. Khan did. A key Iraqi offi¬ 
cial said that Crown Prince 
Mohammed asked Mr. Mahdi 
to mediate with Iran and that 
Iraq had suggested Baghdad 
as the venue for a potential 
meeting, ny times

Immigrants applying for U.S. 
visas will be denied entry in¬ 
to the country unless they 
can prove they can afford 
health care, according to a 
proclamation signed on Fri¬ 
day by President Donald 
Trump. 

The rule applies to people 
seeking immigrant visas 
from abroad and not those 
already residing in the U.S.. 
It does not affect lawful per¬ 
manent residents. It does 
not apply to asylum seekers, 
refugees or children. 

Families affected 

However, it would apply to 
the spouses and parents of 
U.S. citizens. That could 
have an impact on families 
who are trying to bring their 
parents to the U.S. 

The proclamation says 
immigrants will be barred 
from entering the country 
unless they are to be covered 
by health insurance within 
30 days of entering or have 
enough financial resources

to pay for any medical costs. 
The measure will be effec¬ 
tive November 3. 

The Trump administra¬ 
tion is trying to move away 
from a family-based immi¬ 
gration system and into a 
merit-based system, and Fri¬ 
day’s proclamation is anoth¬ 
er effort to limit immigrant 
access to public pro¬ 
grammes. 

The Trump administra¬ 
tion earlier this year made 
sweeping changes to regula¬ 
tions that would deny green 
cards to immigrants who use 
some forms of public 
assistance. 

The White House also di¬ 


rected officials to recover in¬ 
come-based welfare pay¬ 
ments from sponsors, and 
proposed a rule requiring 
verification of immigration 
status for anyone seeking ac¬ 
cess to public housing bene¬ 
fits. 

The required insurance 
can be purchased indivi¬ 
dually or provided by an em¬ 
ployer, and it can be short¬ 
term coverage or catas¬ 
trophic. 

Medicaid doesn’t count. 
And an immigrant will not 
be able to obtain a visa if he 
is using the Affordable Care 
Act’s subsidies when buying 
insurance. Those subsidies 
are paid for by the Federal 
government. 

“While lawful immigrants 
qualify for ACA subsidies, 
they’ll be stuck in a catch-22 
because subsidised coverage 
does not qualify as insu¬ 
rance under the proclama¬ 
tion,” tweeted Larry Leavitt, 
executive vice president for 
health policy at Kaiser Fami¬ 
ly Foundation, a health care 
policy think tank.

Hong Kong’s metro system 
stayed shut on Saturday, pa¬ 
ralysing transport in the 
Asian financial hub, and 
malls and shops closed early 
after a night of chaos in 
which police shot a teenage 
boy and protesters torched 
shops and metro stations. 

Friday’s protests across 
the Chinese-ruled city 
erupted hours after its em¬ 
battled leader, Carrie Lam, 
invoked colonial-era emer¬ 
gency powers for the first 
time in more than 50 years 
to ban the face masks de¬ 
monstrators use to hide 
their identities. 

The night’s “extreme vio¬ 
lence” justified the use of 
the emergency law, Beijing- 
backed Ms. Lam said in a te¬ 
levision address on Satur¬ 
day. 

“The radical behaviour of 
rioters took Hong Kong 
through a very dark night, 
leaving society today half- 


paralysed,” she said in pre¬ 
recorded remarks. 

“The extreme violence 
clearly illustrated that Hong 
Kong’s public safety is wide¬ 
ly endangered. That’s the 
concrete reason that we had 
to invoke emergency law 
yesterday to introduce the 
anti-mask law.” 

But undeterred by the 
ban and transport shut¬ 
down, several hundred pro¬ 
democracy protesters, ma¬ 
ny wearing masks, took to 
the streets on Saturday, 
marching through the nor¬ 
mally bustling central dis¬ 
trict of Causeway Bay. 

Other groups gathered in 
Sheung Shui and Tsim Sha 
Tsui districts as the sun be¬ 
gan to set. 

“We’re not sure what is 
going to happen later, but 
we felt we had to get out and 
show our basic right to wear 
a mask,” said one protester, 
Sue, 22, who wore a black 
mask and dark glasses to the 
Causeway Bay march.

At least 81 people have 
been killed and hundreds in¬

Lu Yingxin has been singing 
“My People, My Country” for 
the past week. An earnest 
propaganda anthem from 
1985, the song typically 
wouldn’t stand a chance 
against Taylor Swift, K-pop 
and other modern tunes the 
18-year-old college student 
and her friends like to listen 
to. 

Then, on Sunday, Ms. Lu 
and her roommates saw a hit 
Chinese movie of the same 
name. It depicts major 
events in recent Chinese his¬ 
tory - its first nuclear bomb 
test, the Hong Kong handov¬ 
er from Britain and the Beij¬ 
ing Olympics, among others 
- through the eyes of ordin¬ 
ary people. 

Its theme song is a pol¬ 
ished cover of the 1985 ver¬ 
sion, sung by Faye Wong, the 
breathy Chinese superstar. It 
left them in tears, Ms. Lu 
said. 

Then they shed more 
tears while watching Tues¬ 
day’s parade in Beijing cele¬ 



brating the 70th anniversary 
of the founding of the Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic of China, a 
procession replete with im¬ 
ages of progress and 
sacrifice. 

Complex truth 

It’s easy to dismiss this out¬ 
pouring of patriotism as evi¬ 
dence of the Communist Par¬ 
ty’s successful brainwashing 
of the Chinese people, or as a 
result of heavy surveillance 


and heavy-handed tactics 
against dissenters. 

The truth is more com¬ 
plex. The Communist Party 
indeed doesn’t hesitate to 
use state power to tell the 
Chinese people how they 
should think. But the dis¬ 
plays of patriotism, especial¬ 
ly from young people, also 
show that the party’s propa¬ 
ganda machine has mastered 
the power of symbol and 
symbolism in the mass me¬ 



dia and social media era. 

That’s why Ms. Lu can’t 
stop singing a song she first 
learned in a patriotism class 
in her elementary school. “It 
was beautiful. But it was also 
part of the patriotism educa¬ 
tion, so it felt forced,” she 
said. “After I watched the 
movie and the military pa¬ 
rade, I sang it from the bot¬ 
tom of my heart.” 

Beijing may be still strug¬ 
gling to influence the outside 
world more effectively, but at 
home it has learned how to 
compete with short videos, 
Hollywood movies and mo¬ 
bile games for the public’s at¬ 
tention span. While impos¬ 
ing tight censorship, the 
Communist Party has also 
learned to lean on the most 
popular artists and the most 
experienced internet compa¬ 
nies to help it instil Chinese 
with patriotic zeal. 

It’s propaganda for the In¬ 
stagram age, if Instagram 
were allowed in China. 

So many people rushed to 
add a national flag logo to 


their profile photos on the 
WeChat social media plat¬ 
form that the webpage 
crashed. On Douyin, the Chi¬ 
nese version of the short-vi¬ 
deo platform TikTok, China’s 
biggest entertainment stars 
and ordinary people alike 
posted videos of themselves 
cupping their hands into a 
heart shape over their 
chests. The “My People, My 
Country” music video has 
been played 73 million times 
on Tencent Video. 

Full of opportunity 

Broadly speaking, Chinese 
people have reason to be 
proud of their accomplish¬ 
ments. In 40 years, they have 
lifted their country out of po¬ 
verty while avoiding the 
wars and unrest that have 
plagued much of the deve¬ 
loping world. Modern China 
has its problems, but most 
Chinese believe it is still vi¬ 
brant and full of 
opportunity. 

The Communist Party has 
tapped into that sentiment. 


and has been successfully 
blurring the line between 
love for the country and love 
for the party. For the first 
time, the flags of the Com¬ 
munist Party and the Peo¬ 
ple’s Liberation Army ap¬ 
peared in the military parade 
along with the national flag. 

To blur those lines, the 
party has turned to potent 
symbols for the internet age.

Reforms such as the re¬ 
cently-announced bank 
mergers and corporate tax 
rate cuts have added to In¬ 
dia’s attractiveness as an 
investment destination. 
World Economic Forum 
(WEF) MD Sarita Nayyar 
said in an interview to The 
Hindu. 

“One noteworthy and 
recent move is the merger 
of the State-run banks in 
India, which will help to 
bring about stability in the 
financial sector,” she said. 
“This will help ensure that 
the banks have a strong ba¬ 
lance sheet which, in turn, 
will help boost lending and 
revive economic growth.” 

“India is still expected to 
grow by 7.2% according to 
the Asian Development 
Bank which still ranks it the 
second-fastest economy in 
the whole of the Asia Pacif¬ 
ic belt (second only to Ban¬ 
gladesh),” she added. “It 
makes India an attractive 
investment destination, gi¬ 
ven India’s workforce, pop¬ 
ulation and potential to 
grow.” 

Ms. Nayyar added that 
the corporate tax rate cuts 
announced by the govern¬ 
ment were a much-needed 
stimulus for the country as 
well as corporate India, 
and that these cuts now 
align India with its south 
and south East Asian peer 
countries in terms of the 
basic corporate tax rate. 

Further, she said the 
cuts provide an opportuni¬ 
ty to India Inc. to reinvest 
their earning and pump it 
back into the economy. 

“As we had seen during 
the U.S. tax cut initiated by 
President Trump a year 
ago, such relief can provide 
the necessary impetus for 
growth,” Ms. Nayyar said.

expansion. 

Mr. Arya said the compa¬ 
ny has not asked any of its 
staff to go as of now. “These 
are difficult times, that is 
why we are trying to create a 
lean structure as an organi¬ 
sation... we are re-deploying 
people and at the same time 
seeing how any extra cost 
can be removed....we are 
optimising.” 

He said the company has 


reduced the number of shifts 
from three to two and is try¬ 
ing to enhance productivity 
in those two shifts rather 
than having more number of 
shifts but lesser number of 
people working in them. 

Asked till when he expect¬ 
ed the slowdown to conti¬ 
nue, he said it is likely to 
continue for another nine 
months, particularly due to 
the transition to new BS VI 
emission norms. 

“In my opinion, the slow¬ 
down started from Novem¬ 
ber 2018, and I see it conti¬ 
nuing for at least the next 
nine months till June 2020 
because of the transition to 
BS VI. Additionally, I think 
more clarity is needed on 
[the policy for] electric vehi¬ 
cles,” Mr. Arya said.

‘Cooperative banks must be professionally managed’ 

Board of directors must independently assess bank’s functioning and be able to question shareholders’ representatives

Former Deputy Governor of 
RBI , R. Gandhi, who head¬ 
ed a committee to review the 
cooperative banking sector 
in 2015 , says the government 
and the Reserve Bank of In¬ 
dia should initiate gover¬ 
nance reforms in cooperative 
banks as recommended by 
his committee, such as man¬ 
dating professionally run 
board of management in 
these entities. Excerpts: 

RBI often imposes 
restrictions on cooperative 
banks, the latest being those 
on the Punjab and 
Maharashtra Cooperative 
Bank. What exactly is the 
issue with such entities? 

■ There has been always a 
concern over the coopera¬ 


tive banks’ governing struc¬ 
ture.. The board of directors 
are appointed based on elec¬ 
tion by the shareholders. 

The governance structure 
in banks or in other financial 
institutions is that it should 
be professionally managed. 

And the shareholders’ re¬ 
presentation should be mini¬ 
mum. 

It is the independent di¬ 
rectors who are majority. 

That is the structure we 
are unable to bring into the 
cooperative banks because 
of the basic nature of the 
Cooperative Societies Act. 
Under that, the board of di¬ 
rectors is based on election 
by the shareholders. 

How can you bring 
professionalism to decision¬ 
making in cooperative 


banks? 

■ The RBI had been suggest¬ 
ing, the Malegam Committee 
suggested earlier, my com¬ 
mittee also suggested - since 
we cannot change the Con¬ 
stitution and even the Coop¬ 
erative Societies Act derives 
power from the Constitution 
- that a board of manage¬ 
ment in cooperative banks 
should be delegated powers 
similar to what commercial 
banks have given to their 
boards of directors. This will 
be the de facto board of di¬ 
rectors. That has not been 
done yet. 

How will that help? 

■ What we want is that the 
board of directors should 
have independent assess¬ 


ment of the bank’s function¬ 
ing, supervising monitoring. 
It should have the moral 
strength to question the sha¬ 
reholders’ representative. 

So that the line manage¬ 
ment will have the greater 
confidence to act 
professionally. 


Can RBI alone mandate the 
changes that have been 
suggested by various 
committees? 

■ The government has to 
play along with the Reserve 
Bank to insist that these 
things should be done. 


Do you think the 
cooperative banking sector 
will face a crisis of 
confidence due to the PMC 
Bank issue? 

■ I do not think the coopera¬ 
tive banking system will face 
any crisis of confidence due 
to the PMC Bank issue. 

PMC has got all the atten¬ 
tion because it is Mumbai- 
based and is reasonably big 
sized. Otherwise, the RBI pe¬ 
riodically has been liquidat¬ 
ing cooperative banks or put¬ 
ting them under restriction. 
At one point, there were 
2,900 cooperative banks, at 
its peak. 

Today it is less than 1,500. 
The number is coming down 
because the RBI has been 
slowly eliminating the bad 
banks.

Notwithstanding the recent 
measures to stimulate the 
economy and provide li¬ 
quidity to the system, the au¬ 
to hub of Chakan and Pune 
in Maharashtra are still reel¬ 
ing under the impact of slow 
off take of automobiles in 
the market. 

Auto companies and com¬ 
ponent manufacturers said 
that the festive season may 
clear some unsold inventory 
before BS VI emission norms 
kick in. There is a feeling 
that things would be normal 
by mid 2020. Till then, the 
hope is that focus on R&D 
would rise and cost cutting 
would spur agility. 

Despite all the bad news 
around the sector, compa¬ 
nies that have focussed on 
exports and bagged new cus¬ 
tomers have managed to off¬ 
set poor domestic sales. 

Stating that sales have 
been under pressure for the 
past few months, Mercedes- 
Benz India MD and CEO Mar¬ 
tin Schwenk said “We adjust¬ 
ed our production many 
months in advance when we 
saw we might run into some 
issues. Now we are confident 
with the reduced plans.” 

“On the dealer side, li¬ 
quidity was a bigger pro¬ 
blem. We supported them 
through our Daimler Finan¬ 
cial Services where we 
could. We reduced dealers’ 
stocks. The problem has not 
gone [away] yet,” he added. 

He said that in September, 
the company saw 25% high¬ 
er traffic and enquiries at 
showrooms compared to a 
slump month such as Au¬ 
gust. “We may not be able to 
meet the 2018 numbers. Our 
Q3 will be below the Q3 of 
last year. We expect better 
sales in the festive season,” 
he said. 

While most component 
makers have been impacted 
severely. Flash Electronics 
(India) Pvt. Ltd., which sup¬ 
plies electric and electronic 



components and gear boxes 
to two-wheeler and four- 
wheeler companies, said it 
remained insulated due to 
its product expansion and 
export strategy. 

‘Not hit by slowdown’ 

“We are not affected by the 
slowdown. Even this year, 
we have grown. This is not a 
slowdown but a correction. 
This correction happens ev¬ 
ery 6-7 years. This year, it 
has been a little more signif¬ 
icant for reasons that are not 
exactly known,” said San- 
jeev Vasdev, MD, Flash 
Electronics. 

Adding that market senti¬ 
ment was still weak, he said 
as leading OEMs have been 
saddled with high stock, Oc¬ 
tober production plans were 
pretty subdued or more si¬ 
milar to August or Septem¬ 
ber of this year. 

“The situation is not going 
to return to normal soon. It 
will take about 8 to 10 
months before things can 
really become normal. The 
customers need more clarity 
on electric vehicles and BS 
VI before making any pur¬ 
chases,” Mr. Vasdev said. 

He said it was possible for 
the company to remain insu¬ 
lated as it had acquired new 
customers and had set up 
two manufacturing units for 
forgings and gears which are 



now producing at full steam. 

“Pitched against my busi¬ 
ness plan, [my numbers may 
be] down but year-on-year, I 
will grow in revenue.” 

Auto component firms 
like Kinetic Engineering Ltd. 
have also managed to offset 
domestic losses through in¬ 
creased export income. 
“The last two quarters have 
seen significant slowdown,” 
said Chaitanya Koranne, 
CEO, Kinetic Engineering. 

“We have been lucky that 
one of our customers, Re¬ 
nault, has launched a new 
vehicle and they have 
propped up the volume a lit¬ 
tle,” he said. He said it would 
take about two quarters 
more for normal to return. 

“Since 50-60% of our re¬ 
venue come from exports, 
we will be at the same level 
as last year,” he added. 

Viraj Kalyani, founder 
and CEO, Kalyani Studio, 
which develops high tech 
productivity enhancement 
equipment for OEMs, said 
he had seen a lot of interest 
from OEMs for his products 
in the last six months. 

“There has not been a ta¬ 
pering of interest or demand 
from customers. In challeng¬ 
ing times, OEMs look at im¬ 
proving efficiency. They are 
more invested in improving 
their products to be globally 
competitive,” he said. 



Classic 
Legends to 
unveil 3 new

Classic Legends Pvt. Ltd., a 
part of the Mahindra 
group, which manufac¬ 
tures and sells the iconic 
bike Jawa in India, is plan¬ 
ning to expand its model 
offerings in the country to 
cater to a larger customer 
base. 

The company, which 
had acquired British mo¬ 
torcycle maker BSA Co. 
Ltd., is also exploring the 
possibility of launching the 
BSA motorcycle in Europe 
post Brexit, said a top 
executive. 

“We want to create a de¬ 
cent-sized product portfo¬ 
lio. Three more Jawa bikes 
with different technology 
and engine configuration 
will be introduced in the 
next 18 months. We will be 
announcing more details 
on the product plan on our 
first anniversary on No¬ 
vember 15, 2019,” said Ash- 
ish Joshi, CEO, Classic Le¬ 
gends Pvt Ltd. 

Jawa, a ‘Czechoslovakia’ 
brand whose production 
was stopped in India in 
1970, was resurrected by 
Classic Legends last year 
and is under production at 
its facility at Pithampur in 
Madhya Pradesh. 

By ramping up produc¬ 
tion, the firm has brought 
down the waiting period 
from 9-10 months to 6-7 
months now, Mr. Joshi said. 

It has increased its dea¬ 
lership network from 5 to 
105 in 87 cities and has 
been accepting bookings, 
though the product has 
been sold out till March 31, 
2010, Mr. Joshi added. He 
said the firm was BS VI rea¬ 
dy. Jawa sees more buyers 
from cities such as Pune, 
Bengaluru, Delhi, Chandi¬ 
garh and Cochin.

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Citizenship flare-ups 


Why is the government pushing for 
the Citizenship (Amendment) Bill? 
Does it go against Article 14 of 
the Constitution?

The story so far: The Citizenship (Amendment) Bill, 
2016 was passed by the Lok Sabha in January this year 
but lapsed as it was not tabled in the Rajya Sabha. It had 
proposed to amend the original Citizenship Act of 1955. 
After returning to power with a majority for another 
term, the Bharatiya Janata Party-led National Democratic 
Alliance government is trying to resurrect the Bill. 


What does the Bill mandate? 

The Bill had mandated that those who cross the border 
to India from Afghanistan, Bangladesh and Pakistan and 
belong to “minority communities”, namely, Hindus, 
Sikhs, Buddhists, Jains, Parsis and Christians, would not 
be treated as illegal immigrants despite having entered 
the country without valid documents or with travel 
papers that had expired. They would not face 
deportation under the Passport (Entry into India) Act of 
1920 and the Foreigners Act of 1946. 

Then Union Home Minister Rajnath Singh, who 
introduced the Bill in the Lok Sabha, had said these 
immigrants faced “discrimination and religious 
persecution”. Mr. Singh said the proposed law would 
“provide relief to persecuted migrants who have come 
through western borders of the country to States like 
Gujarat, Rajasthan, Delhi, Madhya Pradesh and other 
States.” 

The Bill, which was introduced in Parliament on July 
15,2016, explained that many persons of Indian origin 
including persons belonging to the six “minority 
communities” had been unsuccessfully applying for 
citizenship under the Citizenship Act of 1955 but were 
unable to produce proof of their Indian origin. Hence, 
they were forced to apply for citizenship by 
naturalisation which prescribes 12 years’ residency as 
qualification. 

The Bill stated that such a long-drawn process denies 
illegal immigrants from these six minority communities 
of the three foreign nations “many opportunities and 
advantages that may accrue only to the citizens of India, 
even though they are likely to stay in India 

permanently”. The

amendment shortened the 
period of residency from 
12 to seven years for 
gaining citizenship by 
naturalisation.

Justice Marcus 
Smith of the High Court of England and Wales ruled that 
the £1 million (now calculated at £35 million or about 
^306 crore) deposited in the London bank rightfully 
belonged to the Nizam’s family and India and threw out 
the claim made by Pakistan through its High 
Commissioner in London. 

How did the Nizam’s wealth end up in a London 
account? 

In the days leading up to India’s Independence, the VII 
Nizam of Hyderabad, Osman Ali Khan, refused to join the 
Indian Union. He was among the richest princes in India 
and hired the services of Sir Walter Monckton. Monckton 
negotiated a Standstill Agreement for the Nizam with the 
Government of India. As his lawyers moved between 
Hyderabad, Delhi and Karachi, the Nizam issued a 
farman (proclamation) for purchase of equipment 
abroad with funds parked in two bank accounts in 
London. By equipment, he meant weapons to safeguard 
the landlocked state. The money in the Imperial Bank of 
India was transferred to a Hyderabad Government 
account in other banks. One of these accounts had 
£1,007,940.45. 

Who transferred the money? 

The sum of £1,007,940.45 was controlled by the Nizam’s 
envoy and Foreign Minister, Moin Nawaz Jung. On 
September 16,1948, Moin Nawaz called on the Pakistan 
High Commissioner at his Hampstead residence and 
asked him to accept the funds. Pakistan’s then Foreign 
Minister Muhammad Zafrullah Khan was present at the 
meeting. The transfer of the fund to then Pakistan High 
Commissioner Habib Ibrahim Rahimtoola’s account 
happened on September 20,1948. 

In this case, Pakistan relied on this meeting; and the 
judge leaned on the exchange of letters a day prior to the 
meeting. On September 15,1948, Moin wrote to 
Rahimtoola: “In view of the situation that is now 
developing in Hyderabad and in order to safeguard the 
interests of the State, I would be very grateful if you 
would kindly agree to permit the transfer into your 
account of just over one million pounds sterling that is 
now lying at the credit of the Nizam’s Government in the 
Westminster Bank, London. This amount may kindly be 
kept by you in trust.” 

Rahimtoola responded on the same date: “Your letter 
of date. In the circumstances, I agree to your suggestion 
to keep the amount mentioned by you in my name in 
trust.” 

How did the Nizam become so wealthy? 

The Nizam’s Dominion encompassed parts of Karnataka, 
Maharashtra and Andhra Pradesh besides the core area 
of present-day Telangana. Out of the whole area, nearly 
10,000 square miles of land was classified as Sarf-e-Khas 
or crown lands. The revenue from these vast land- 
holdings was for the personal use of the Nizam. It was 
this source of revenue that led Time magazine to 
designate Mir Osman Ali Khan as the richest man in the 
world (for its 1937 cover), with a fortune estimated at 
nearly $2 billion. During the Second World War, the 
Nizam donated nearly £6 million to finance the war 
effort. 

According to one account, the Nizam spent nearly £20 
million in cash to equip his army to fight the Indian Army 


Seven decades, f306 crore 

1950: Government of India made the first claim on 
the money. 

1953: Pakistan High Commissioner Rahimtoola 
asked the Westminster Bank to transfer the money to 
Pakistan High commissioner M.A.H. Ispahani. 

1954: Government of India sues Moin Nawaz, 
Rahimtoola and the bank for recovery of money with 
interest. 

1956: Chancery Division judge Justice Upjohn 
ruled: “The present transaction was an intergovern¬ 
mental transaction: let it be solved by inter-govern¬ 
mental negotiations.” Pakistan claims sovereign 
immunity. 

1956: In the Court of Appeals, three judges rule in 
favour of the Nizam, i.e. India. “That the transfer was 
effected in breach of the duty of Mir and Moin to the 
Nizam and without any authority from the Nizam.” 

1957: Five judges of House of Lords reverse the 
Court of Appeals decision. The judgment gave Pakis¬ 
tan sovereign immunity so that it could not be sued in 
England. The money remained locked up in the bank. 

1960: Prime Minister of India Jawaharlal Nehru and

using the services of Australian gun runner Sidney 
Cotton. 

Why did the case drag on for over 70 years? 

On September 17,1948, the Nizam’s army surrendered to 
India ending a 105-hour war. The transfer of money took 
place on September 20. On September 27, the Nizam 
wired the Governor-General of India and the Deputy 
Prime Minister of India seeking transfer of the money 
back to his account. The bank refused. (See chronology) 

Who will get the money? 

Najaf Ali Khan, a grandson of the Nizam has said: “We are 
delighted with the verdict. But we have to watch what 
Pakistan does as it has four weeks time to go in for an 
appeal. Only if Pakistan doesn’t appeal at this stage the 
money will come to us.” The Nizam had 18 sons and 16 
daughters. In the present case, the titular Nizam VIII, 
Mukarram Jah, who lives in Turkey transferred his 
interest in the fund to Hillview Assets Holdings Limited 
(Hillview). His brother. Prince Muffakam Jah, who 
shuttles between India and the U.K., was vital to the case 
and gave evidence which was relied on by the judge to 
reach his verdict. The judge also referred to an 
agreement between the Government of India and the 
princes about how the monies will be divided. The details 
of the agreement are not available. While much of the 
royal relics of the Asaf Jahis who ruled between 1724 till 
1948 have disappeared in Hyderabad, it is Mukarram Jah’s 
former wife, Princess Esra Jah, who has salvaged two 
palaces (in Hyderabad) that have become show-stoppers. 


Pakistan President Ayub Khan agree to split the 
money in 60:40 ratio on the sidelines of diplomatic 
negotiations on Indus Water Treaty mediated by the 
World Bank. 

1963: Nizam executes a settlement in which Bank 
of Nova Scotia Company (Bahamas) is appointed the 
trustee of the fund for two grandsons and family of 
the Nizam. Nova Scotia Bank files papers and be¬ 
came the third party (India, as a successor state, and 
Pakistan are the two other parties). 

1965: The Nizam assigned to the President of 
India his claim to the Fund. 

1983: India and Pakistan submit a joint letter to 
National Westminster Bank. The arrangement was 
not acceptable to Nova Scotia Bank. 

2013: Pakistan discarded its claim of sovereign im¬ 
munity and made an absolute claim on the fund set¬ 
ting up the present case. Pakistan made the ‘arms- 
for-money’ argument. It also made the ‘safeguarding 
the money’ argument. Both did not cut much ice 
with the judge. 

2019: In October, British court rules the money 
must go to the Nizam’s descendants and India.

The gems, worth 
billions, were showcased at the National Museum in Delhi 
early this year. 


How will purchases from Russia affect India-U.S. ties? 

Will a new American law and sanctions come in the way of the S-400 Triumf missile purchase? 


Are there faultlines? 

The Bill, critics say, violated the basic structure of the 
Constitution. By distinguishing illegal immigrants on the 
basis of religion, the proposed law goes against 
constitutional guarantee of the fundamental right to 
equality under Article 14 of the Constitution. The 
protection of Article 14 applies equally to both citizens 
and foreigners. Second, the Bill would hamper the 
Assam National Register of Citizens (NRC), which defines 
all illegal immigrants, irrespective of religion, on the 
basis of a cut-off date. 

The Citizenship Bill is also seen as a move to subvert 
the Assam Accord of 1985. The Accord deems any person 
who cannot prove his ancestry beyond March 24,1971 as 
an alien. It does not differentiate on the ground of 
religion in this aspect. 

Home Minister Amit Shah has been vocal about 
reviving the Bill. He has said the government would 
amend the citizenship norms by re-introducing the Bill 
before going ahead with a nationwide NRC. The recently 
concluded NRC exercise in Assam alone has excluded 
over 19 lakh of the 3.29 crore applicants from the final 
list. 

The Citizenship Bill is seen by many as an effort by the 
Bharatiya Janata Party to make good its 2014 election 
manifesto promise - to make India a safe haven for 
Hindus persecuted in the three foreign nations. 

What has the Supreme Court said? 

On March 5,2019, the Supreme Court had sought a 
response from the Centre on a fresh plea seeking to 
quash a series of subordinate laws which allows the 
naturalisation of illegal immigrants who are Hindus, 
Sikhs, Buddhists, Jains, Parsis and Christians fleeing 
religious persecution in Bangladesh, Pakistan and 
Afghanistan. The petitioners have urged the top court to 
declare the amendments made through the Passport 
(Entry into India) Amendment Rules, 2015; the 
Foreigners (Amendment) Order, 2015 and the order 
issued by the Ministry of Home Affairs on December 26, 
2016 under the Citizenship Act, allowing the 
naturalisation of illegal immigrants who are Hindus, 
Sikhs, Buddhists, Jains, Parsis and Christians, as “illegal 
and invalid”. 

The petitioners have contended that the leeway 
offered by the subordinate laws would further multiply 
the “uncontrolled influx of illegal migrants from 
Bangladesh to Assam”. Illegal immigration has caused 
huge demographic changes in the northeastern State, 
the petitioners have claimed. A Bench comprising Chief 
Justice of India Ranjan Gogoi and Justice Sanjiv Khanna 
issued notice on the plea filed by Assam State Jamiat 
Ulema-e-Hind and had ordered its tagging with a similar 
pending petition of “Nagarikatwa Aain Songsudhan 
Birodhi Mancha” (Forum Against Citizenship Act 
Amendment Bill).

The story so far: Exactly a year ago, on October 5,2018, 
India and Russia signed a contract to buy the Russian 
Triumf missile system, concluding negotiations that 
began in 2015. During that time, however, a new U.S. law, 
called “Countering America’s Adversaries Through 
Sanctions Act” or CAATSA was passed by the U.S. 
Congress, which transformed what should have been a 
straightforward bilateral deal into a complex trilateral 
balancing game for India. 

How significant is the Russian deal for New Delhi? 

A year after Prime Minister Narendra Modi and Russian 
President Vladimir Putin signed an agreement for the $5.4 
billion S-400 Triumf missile system (picture), the deal 
continues to cast a cloud over India-U.S. ties. Earlier this 
week, even as External Affairs Minister S. Jaishankar was 
meeting his American counterpart Mike Pompeo in 
Washington, a U.S. official reminded India of the “risks” 
attached to the deal. The State Department spokesperson 
said on Tuesday, “We urge all of our allies and partners to 
forgo transactions with Russia that risk triggering 
sanctions under the Countering America’s Adversaries 
Through Sanctions Act (CAATSA).” This was shortly after 
Mr. Jaishankar reiterated at a think-tank event India’s 
intention to acquire the Russian system. Mr. Jaishankar 
had said in Washington, “We would not like any state to 
tell us what to buy or not to buy from Russia any more 
than we would like any state to tell us to buy or not buy 
from America,” asserting both India’s traditional ties to 
Russia, as well as the significance of the S-400 deal in 
particular. 

Why is the S-400 deal important? 

The agreement to purchase the Triumf missile system 
boosted India-Russia defence ties at a point of inflection 
last year. 

Russia has traditionally been India’s biggest defence 
supplier, but was surpassed by the U.S. in the last few 
years, a fact that had added to a perceptible drift in 
bilateral ties. Mr. Putin and Mr. Modi addressed this drift 
with a special “reset” summit in Sochi last May, which 
was followed by Mr. Putin’s visit to Delhi on October 5, 
2018, when the deal was announced. The Indian Air 
Force has also backed the superior air defence system in 
that it will fill the gap in India’s particular needs: 
countering its main adversaries and neighbours, China 
and Pakistan’s growing air power, while dealing with a 
depleting stock of fighter aircraft.

Is India the only country facing CAATSA sanctions? 

By coincidence, CAATSA has now been invoked by the 
United States twice already, and both times for countries 
buying the Triumf system from Russia. In September 
2018, the U.S. State Department and Treasury 
Department announced sanctions on China’s Equipment 
Development Department (EDD), the military branch 
responsible for weapons and equipment, for the 
procurement of the S-400 Triumf air defence system and 
Sukhoi S-35 fighter aircraft. The sanctions were triggered 
when the People’s Liberation Army’s took delivery of the 
systems. Washington expelled Turkey from the F-35 
fighter jet programme in July this year after the first 
delivery of S-400s was received, and says sanctions are 
still under consideration unless Turkey reverses its deal 
with Russia. India is neither like China, which has an 
inimical relationship with the U.S., and hence not bound 
by its diktats, nor like Turkey which is a NATO ally of the 
U.S. and expected to comply with Washington’s demands, 
and hence hopes to escape CAATSA sanctions. 

Is a sanctions waiver possible for India? 

Written into the CAATSA language is also an exit clause, 
which states that “The [US] President may waive the 
application of [CAATSA] sanctions if the President 
determines that such a waiver is in the national security 
interest of the United States.” In August 2018, the U.S. 
Congress also modified the waiver clause to allow the 
President to certify that a country is “cooperating with 
the United States Government on other matters that are 
critical to United States’ strategic national security 
interests”. Government officials including Foreign 
Secretary Vijay Gokhale, National Security Adviser Ajit 
Doval and Mr. Jaishankar have all expressed the hope that 
the U.S. will exercise this waiver for the S-400 deal to 
India for a number of reasons: that a militarily stronger 
India is in the U.S.’s interests, and that India cannot 
completely drop its traditional dependence on Russian 



defence equipment without being weakened. In addition, 
it is no secret that U.S. President Donald Trump has 
misgivings about the CAATSA sanctions, which he said 
were meant to curtail his own powers to deal with Russia, 
and the other countries included in the act - Iran and 
North Korea. It is hoped that Mr. Trump will grant India a 
waiver on the deal, thanks to good bilateral relations with 
India and the fact that it is a “major defence partner” of 
the U.S. 

What happens if a waiver is not granted? 

Section 235 of the CAATSA legislation stipulates 12 kinds 
of punitive sanctions that the U.S. could place on a 
country conducting significant transactions in defence, 
energy, oil pipelines and cybersecurity technology with 

any of the U.S.’s 
“adversaries”, and 
according to the Act, the 
U.S. President may impose 
“five or more of the 
sanctions described”. 
These measures include 
export sanctions, 
cancellation of loans from 
U.S. and international 
financial institutions, ban 
on investments and 
procurement, restrictions 
on foreign exchange and 
banking transactions, and 
a visa and travel ban on 
officials associated with any entity carrying out the 
sanctioned transactions. None of these is expected to go 
into process until India takes delivery of the five S-400 
systems it has paid an advance on, which are expected to 
begin in about 20 months and conclude by 2023. 

Has India given the U.S. a fait accompli on the 
S-400? 

India’s firm-footed response to the U.S. threat of sanctions 
on the Russian S-400 is in sharp contrast to its decision to 
“zero out” oil purchases from Iran, which were 
sanctioned by the U.S. last year, and denotes that while 
the government is prepared to diversify its energy 
sources, it will not be bullied on its defence security 
options. Given the stakes involved, the government hopes 
that the U.S. will put its burgeoning strategic, defence and 
business bilateral relationship with India above its 
rancour with Russia. If not, however, officials say they are 
prepared to ride out the storm.

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Basis of vision 

In a remarkable discovery, 
researchers have solved the 
three-dimensional structure of 
a protein complex involved in 
vertebrate vision at atomic 
resolution.

Aspirin to the rescue

Milkweed tolerant 

Monarch butterflies and a few 
other insects evolved 
essentially the same genetic 
mutations allowing them to 
eat toxic milkweed without 
getting sick. Monarch 
butterflies and caterpillars 
store the toxins to deter 
predators. Scientists have now 
used CRISPR gene editing to 
make these same mutations in 
fruit flies, successfully 
conferring toxin resistance. 


IGIB finds a protein with better 
precision in gene-editing 

The new protein was able to correct sickle cell anaemia mutation in patient-derived stem cells

Researchers at the Delhi- 
based Institute of Genom¬ 
ics and Integrative Biology 
(CSIR-IGIB) have disco¬ 
vered a protein variant 
from a different species of 
bacteria that can edit the 
DNA with very high preci¬ 
sion. In the tool now com¬ 
monly used for editing dis¬ 
ease-causing mutations in 
DNA (CRISPR-Cas9), the 
Cas9 protein behaves like a 
molecular scissors that cuts 
the DNA at a specific loca¬ 
tion and inserts a foreign 
piece of DNA to correct the 
mutation that causes the 
disease. 

In addition to binding to 
the intended target on the 
DNA, the commonly used 
Cas9 protein from Strepo- 
tococcus pyogenes bacteria 
(SpCas9) and its engi¬ 
neered derivative tend to 
potentially bind to DNA at 
multiple unintended sites 
thereby leading to unne¬ 
cessary alterations in the 
DNA. 

The researchers found 
their new Cas9 protein, 
which binds and cuts the 
DNA, was able to correct 
sickle cell anaemia muta¬ 
tion in patient-derived 
stem cells. The protein 
(FnCas9) used by the re¬ 
searchers to edit the DNA is 
derived from a bacterium - 
Francisella novicida. 

The Cas9 protein is sup¬ 
posed to bind to the DNA 
only when there is a perfect 
match between the DNA 
and the protein, thus re¬ 
ducing the chances of the 
protein binding at non-tar- 
get sites on the DNA. But 
even when three mis¬ 
matches exist between the 
protein and the DNA, the 


currently used SpCas9 pro¬ 
tein binds and cleaves the 
DNA. In contrast, the team 
led by Debojyoti Chalcra- 
borty from IGIB found the 
new FnCas9 protein 
showed negligible binding 
when there exists more 
than one mismatch in the 
target DNA. The results 
were published in the jour¬ 
nal Proceedings of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences 
(PNAS). 

High specificity 

“The high specificity of the 
new FnCas9 protein arises 
due to reduced affinity to 
bind to DNA when there is 
even a single mismatch. 
And when there is more 
than one mismatch, com¬ 
plete absence of binding of 
the protein to the DNA is 
seen in many cases,” says 
Dr. Chakraborty. 

“If the Cas9 protein re¬ 
mains bound to DNA at 


mismatched locations for a 
long time, there is a possi¬ 
bility that it might cut the 
DNA at these locations. Al¬ 
so, if it remains bound to 
DNA, the protein might 
block the transcription 
(which is the first step in 
gene expression) at that lo¬ 
cation. And if Cas9 is 
bound at multiple unin¬ 
tended sites then the tran¬ 
scription machinery gets 
stalled and the expression 
of genes at these locations 
might be altered,” Dr. Chak¬ 
raborty explains. 

In nature, DNA often 
gets damaged and is rou¬ 
tinely repaired through one 
of the two pathways. In the 
case of the homology-di¬ 
rected repair (HDR) path¬ 
way, which is relatively less 
error-prone, matching se¬ 
quences are used to repair 
the DNA. “The FnCas9 pro¬ 
tein was found to increase 
the HDR repair rate four¬ 


fold compared to the wide¬ 
ly used SpCas9,” says Dee- 
panjan Paul from CSIR-IGIB 
and one of the first authors 
of the paper. 

Sickle cell anaemia 

The researchers tested the 
precision of binding and 
cleavage at the desired sites 
on the DNA using mouse 
cell lines (embryonic stem 
cells and brain cells), hu¬ 
man kidney cell lines and 
induced pluripotent stem 
cells (iPSc). In the case of 
human iPS cells, the 
FnCas9 protein was found 
to bind to the DNA at the 
specific site, cut and repair 
the sickle cell anaemia 
mutation. 

“The correction process 
is the same for any disease- 
causing mutation and so 
our FnCas9 protein should 
theoretically correct any 
mutation in the DNA. The 
efficiency might vary, so we 


must test it for each disor¬ 
der,” says Dr. Chakraborty. 

The efficiency of any 
Cas9 protein delivery as 
well the ability to correct 
mutations is generally low 
in the case of iPS cells. The 
efficiency of correction is 
about 1.6%. Though the ef¬ 
ficiency to correct muta¬ 
tions is low in iPS cells, the 
corrected cells can be iso¬ 
lated, multiplied and con¬ 
verted (differentiated) into 
haematopoietic stem cells. 
Once differentiated into 
haematopoietic stem cells, 
they can be transfused into 
patients. 

“Differentiating iPS cells 
into haematopoietic stem 
cells is not trivial. Plenty of 
experimental work is un¬ 
der way to make it efficient 
for clinical translation,” 
says Dr. Chakraborty. 

Recalling how he started 
working on FnCas9 protein 
for genome editing, Dr. 
Chakraborty recalls that he 
was looking for a Cas9 pro¬ 
tein which can target RNA 
instead of DNA. There was 
one study that reported 
that FnCas9 could poten¬ 
tially target viral RNA. “We 
were not able to target RNA 
using FnCas9 proteins. So 
we started to investigate 
whether it can target DNA 
as well since it was not 
known if FnCas9 can be 
used for precise gene cor¬ 
rection. We found that not 
only does it target the DNA 
but does so with very high 
specificity,” he says. 

“We are now proceeding 
for preclinical studies to es¬ 
tablish the efficacy of 
FnCas9 protein for ge¬ 
nome-wide binding and 
targeting using patient-de¬ 
rived cells and mouse mo¬ 
dels,” he says.

Resilient nematode 

Caltech scientists have 


discovered a new species of 
worm thriving in the extreme 
environment of Mono Lake, a 
saline soda Lake in California. 
This new species, temporarily 
dubbed Auonemo species can 
survive 500 times the Lethal 
human dose of arsenic, and 
carries its young inside its 
body like a kangaroo. 



Redeeming exoskeleton 

A 28-year-old tetraplegic 
patient paralysed from the 
shoulders down has been able 
to walk using a pioneering 
four-limb robotic system, or 
exoskeleton, that is 
commanded and controlled by 
signals from his brain. The 
study, published in The Lancet 
Neurology, brings new hope 
for paralysed patients.

With over 49,000 plant 
species reported as of 2018, 
India holds about 11.5% of 
all flora in the world. Now, a 
new fossil record has 
shown that India is the 
birthplace of Asian bam¬ 
boo, and they were formed 
about 25 million years ago 
in the north-eastern part of 
the country. 

Ancient fossils 

An international team of re¬ 
searchers found two fossil 
compressions or impres¬ 
sions of bamboo culms 
(stems) and after further 
study noted them to be new 
species. They were named 
Bambusiculmus tirapensis 
and B. makumensis - as 
they were found in the Ti- 
rap mine of Makum Coal¬ 
field in Assam. These be¬ 
longed to the late Oligocene 
period of about 25 million 
years ago. 

They also found two im¬ 
pressions of bamboo leaves 
belonging to new species 


Bambusium deomarense, 
and B. arunachalense, 
named after the Doimara 
region of Arunachal Pra¬ 
desh where it was disco¬ 
vered. These leaves were 
found in the late Miocene to 
Pliocene sediments, indi¬ 
cating that they were bet¬ 
ween 11 and three million 
years old. 

Yunnan Province in Chi¬ 
na now has the highest di¬ 
versity of bamboo, but the 


oldest fossil in that region is 
less than 20 million years 
old, clearly indicating that 
Asian bamboo was born in 
India and then migrated 
there. This finding further 
strengthens the theory that 
bamboo came to Asia from 
India and not from Europe. 

Wide niche 

“Today, we can see bamboo 
in a wide range of climatic 
conditions from as cold as 5 


degree C to even 30 degrees 
C. And at sea level to 
heights of about 4,000 
metres. They can survive in 
varying rainfall conditions 
too. We wanted to know 
what made it develop such 
a wide environmental 
niche,” explains Gaurav Sri- 
vastava, from the Birbal 
Sahni Institute of Palaeos- 
ciences, Lucknow. He is the 
first and corresponding 
author of the paper pu¬ 
blished recently in the jour¬ 
nal Review ofPalaeobotany 
and Palynology. 

Role of plate tectonics 

In fact, the European bam¬ 
boo fossil is about 50 mil¬ 
lion years old. Dr Srivastava 
explains that the Indian 
plate collided with the Eu¬ 
rasian plate about 50 mil¬ 
lion years ago. However, 
the suturing between the 
two plates were not com¬ 
pleted until 23 million 
years, meaning the plates 
were not completely 
joined, restricting migra¬ 
tion of plants and animals. 


And also as the Himalayas 
were not formed yet, the 
temperature was also warm 
and humid in the North¬ 
eastern region, with not 
many seasonal variations. 

The present climate in 
the region is cold with 
strong winter and summer 
conditions. Bamboo braved 
these climatic and geo¬ 
graphical changes making 
it the fittest in the survival 
race. 

“Bamboo fossils are not 
very common in India as 
they are known only from 
the Siwalik sediments. We 
have planned more studies 
in this region and search for 
its fossils in older rocks 
too,” adds Ralcesh Chandra 
Mehrotra, the study head 
from the Birbal Sahni Insti¬ 
tute of Palaeosciences. 

Dr. Mehrotra adds that 
paleobotany is studied only 
in very few pockets in In¬ 
dia. This study has shown 
that India is a treasure trove 
of plant fossils and more 
importance needs to be gi¬ 
ven to its study.

Wild bonnet macaques 
gesture intentionally 

This requires complex cognitive capacity

Gestures are an important as¬ 
pect of human communica¬ 
tion. Until now, gestures in 
apes were believed to lie at the 
evolutionary roots of human 
language. However, a recent 
study on wild bonnet ma¬ 
caques implies that gestural 
communication - the basic 
tools for language - is ob¬ 
served even in that species. Gi¬ 
ven that monkeys diverged 
from apes (including humans) 
much earlier than humans di¬ 
verged from other apes (such 
as chimpanzees and gorillas) 
this finding has an evolution¬ 
ary significance as well. The 
study has been published in 
the journal Behavioural 
Processes. 

Species ethogram 

Anindya Sinha from National 
Institute of Advanced Studies, 
Bengaluru, who has been stu¬ 
dying the behaviour of bonnet 
macaques in the Bandipur-Mu- 
dumalai region for close to 25 
years, had developed an etho¬ 
gram of the species. In es¬ 
sence, a list of objectively-de¬ 
fined behaviours - an 
ethogram - becomes the refe¬ 
rence document for subse¬ 
quent studies. 

Developing on this, the re¬ 
searchers recorded 32 inde¬ 
pendent gestures made by the 
bonnet macaques. Of these, 
they could not identify the 
context for eight gestures. For 
the remaining 24 gestures, 
they were able to identify the 
context of use. “It would have 
been perfect if we could get all 
the behaviours video- 
graphed,” says Shreejata Gup¬ 
ta who worked on this pro¬ 
blem, in an email to The 


Hindu. Now a postdoc at York 
University’s Department of 
Psychology, she explains how 
this made it difficult to address 
some features of intentionali- 
ty, such as changing body 
orientation according to the 
receiver’s orientation. 

Differential grooming 

“When I first saw the bonnet 
macaques using their groom¬ 
ing gestures possibly referring 
to body parts that they intend¬ 
ed to be groomed, I was abso¬ 
lutely elated...” she recalls. Af¬ 
ter accumulating more of 
these observations, the team 
published a paper on referen¬ 
tial grooming in bonnet ma¬ 
caques, a cognitive capacity 
that was earlier believed to be 
restricted to human and non¬ 
human apes. This was pu¬ 
blished in the journal Animal 
Cognition. 

“Bonnet macaques have vo¬ 
luntary control over their ges¬ 
tural communicative signals. 
They have a goal in mind, and 
they communicate with others 
to fulfil that goal. The entire 
process requires complex cog¬ 
nitive capacity, different from 
an involuntary action such as 
an alarm call at the sight of a 
predator,” says Dr Gupta. It 
has been known earlier that 
apes such as humans, chim¬ 
panzees, bonobos, gorillas 
and orangutans communicate 
intentionally. This study ex¬ 
tends this behavior to 
monkeys. 

“This continuity of similar 
cognitive processes underly¬ 
ing communication systems of 
monkeys and apes imply that 
our minds have had the build¬ 
ing blocks of producing com¬ 
plex language for millions of 
years,” says Dr Gupta. 


Bright light to study ancient scrolls

Scientists at Britain’s national 
synchrotron facility have har¬ 
nessed powerful light beams to 
virtually unwrap and decipher 
fragile scrolls dating back some 
2,000 years in a process they 
hope will provide new insights 
into the ancient world. 

The two complete scrolls 
and four fragments - from the 
so-called Herculaneum library, 
the only one surviving from an¬ 
tiquity - were buried and car¬ 
bonised by the deadly eruption 
of Mount Vesuvius in 79 AD and 
are too fragile to be opened. 

The items were examined at 
the Diamond Light Source facil¬ 
ity in Oxfordshire, home to Bri¬ 
tain’s synchrotron, a particle 
accelerator in which beams tra¬ 
vel around a closed-loop path 
to produce light many times 
brighter than the sun. 

“The idea is essentially like a 


CT scanner where you would 
take an image of a person, a 
three-dimensional image of a 
person and you can slice 
through it to see the different 
organs,” said Laurent Chapon, 
physical science director of 
Diamond Light Source. 

“We... shine very intense 
light through [the scroll] and 
then detect on the other side a 
number of two-dimensional 
images. From that we recon¬ 
struct a three-dimensional vol¬ 
ume of the object... to actually 
read the text in a non-destruc¬ 
tive manner,” Chapon said. 

The ink on the scrolls is diffi¬ 
cult to see, even through a syn¬ 
chrotron, because it is carbon- 
based like the papyrus it is writ¬ 
ten on. But scientists hope the 
density of the paper will be dif¬ 
ferent where written charac¬ 
ters are present. 

They hope to decipher what 
is written on the scrolls. 


USER Pune team synthesises photocatalyst to degrade organic pollutants

Researchers at the Indian In¬ 
stitute of Science Education 
and Research (USER) Pune 
have successfully converted 
the highly unstable perov¬ 
skite into a highly stable pho¬ 
tocatalyst capable of decom¬ 
posing toxic organic 
pollutants commonly pre¬ 
sent in water. The catalyst 
that becomes active when ex¬ 
posed to sunlight was syn¬ 
thesised by encapsulating 
nanocrystals of organic-inor¬ 
ganic perovskite inside a me¬ 
tal-organic framework 
(MOF). 

The team led by Sujit K. 
Ghosh from the Department 
of Chemistry at USER Pune 



utilised the hydrophobic na¬ 
ture of the MOF material to 
render greater chemical sta¬ 
bility to perovskite nanocrys¬ 
tals that form inside the MOF 
cavities. The perovskite-MOF 
composites displayed “out¬ 
standing” stability when im¬ 
mersed inside water and al¬ 
coholic solvents for as long 
as 90 days. 

Stable composite 

The composites remained 
stable in water even when at 
boiling temperature for 20 
days. While perovskite en¬ 
capsulated by MOF showed 
70% similar photolumines¬ 
cence intensity before and 
after heat treatment at the 
end of 20 days, the photolu¬ 



minescence intensity of 
naked perovskite decreased 
by 95% in just five hours of 



heat treatment. Likewise, 
the photoluminescence in¬ 
tensity of the composite re¬ 



mained almost intact even af¬ 
ter being exposed to UV light 
for 20 days. 

It is the hydrophobic na¬ 
ture of MOF that renders 
chemical, heat and photosta¬ 
bility to perovskite. 

The researchers found 
less than 1 ppb of lead metal 
leached from the composite 
at the end of 90 days of being 
exposed to different sol¬ 
vents, including water. “It is 
possible to replace lead me¬ 
tal with other nontoxic ele¬ 
ments to make the compo¬ 
site more efficient and much 
safer to degrade organic pol¬ 
lutants,” says Dr. Ghosh. The 
results were published in the 
journal ACS Applied Nano 
Materials.

“This is the first time pe- 
rovskite-based composite 
material as a photocatalyst 
has been used for the degra¬ 
dation of toxic organic pollu¬ 
tants such as antibiotics, 
dyes etc. It will be a cost-ef¬ 
fective method to produce 
clean water,” says Dr. Ghosh. 

The researchers tested the 
composite’s photocatalytic 


property to degrade organic 
pollutants in water. They 
tested three organic com¬ 
monly seen pollutants - 
methyl orange, methyl red 
and nitorfurazone antibiotic. 

Activated by sunlight 

“When the composite was 
exposed to sunlight it was 
able to degrade the organic 
pollutants,” says Samraj Mol- 
lick from USER Pune and one 
of the first authors of the 
paper. “When exposed to 
sunlight, the perovskite na¬ 
nocrystals release electrons 
into water thus producing 
hydroxyl radicals. The hy¬ 
droxyl radicals are highly ac¬ 
tive species that decomposes 
the organic pollutants.” 


But the rate of degrada¬ 
tion of organic pollutants is 
not high compared with oth¬ 
er standard materials. “Com¬ 
pared with other materials, 
perovskite is inexpensive. It 
is also possible to scale up its 
production easily,” says Ta- 
rak Nath Mandal, the other 
first author of the paper. 

“This is only a proof-of- 
concept study. It is possible 
to increase the degradation 
rate by using different perov¬ 
skite and MOF materials,” 
says Dr. Ghosh. 

The researchers were able 
to recycle the composite 
thrice and even on the third 
cycle the composite dis¬ 
played over 90% degradation 
capacity.

The election commission in its labyrinth 


Two candidates have already claimed lead while 
the results of Afghan polls are yet to be released

The much-delayed 
Afghan presiden¬ 
tial election was 
held on September 
28 with a dismal turnout of nearly 
2.6 million voters. However, the low 
polling numbers, representing less 
than a third of the 9.6 million regis¬ 
tered voters, are less of a concern for 
the Afghan Independent Election 
Commission (IEC) than the actual 
process of counting valid votes and 
announcing results. 

The IEC had announced that votes 
not verified by biometric identifica¬ 
tion would not be included in the fi¬ 
nal tally, upsetting political figures 
such as Fazal Hadi Muslimyar, Speak¬ 
er of the Senate. Mr. Muslimyar, on 
Tuesday, threatened to get the IEC to 
count the votes, saying: “We will 


make even their father count... How 
can you violate people’s right?” 

While he later apologised for the 
comments, Mr. Muslimyar stood by 
the demand to include votes in dis¬ 
tricts where biometric verification 
was not possible or unavailable. On 
the other side, rival candidates, fear¬ 
ing the possibility of fraud and bal¬ 
lot-stuffing, have insisted on includ¬ 
ing only the votes with biometric 
verification. The debate has trig¬ 
gered concerns among voters that a 
potential political crisis is brewing. 

Already, two of the major candi¬ 
dates have declared that they have 
most votes, even though the IEC is 
yet to finish counting. The prelimin¬ 
ary results are scheduled to be re¬ 
leased on October 19. “The results 
will be announced by the IEC, but we 
have the most votes. The election is 
not going to go to a second round,” 
Abdullah Abdullah, the country’s 



Chief Executive and President Ashraf 
Ghani’s main rival in the election, 
told the local media on September 
30. Later that evening, in a separate 
gathering, Amrullah Saleh, the run¬ 
ning mate of President Ghani, made 
a similar claim .“The information that 


we have received show that 60% to 
70% of people voted for us,” he said, 
indicating that a dispute, similar to 
the one five years ago, can’t be ruled 
out. Allegations of fraud and corrup¬ 
tion in 2014 led to a deadlock despite 
two rounds of polling. Eventually, 
the U.S. stepped in and brokered a 
deal to form a national unity govern¬ 
ment, led by both President Ghani 
and Chief Executive Abdullah. 

‘Be patient’ 

The IEC has dismissed the claims of 
both Mr. Abdullah and Mr. Saleh, 
and asked the candidates to be pa¬ 
tient. 

“The Afghanistan Constitution is 
clear about this. Election manage¬ 
ment falls under our purview and it 
is our job to announce the result. 
Our job is to comply with what the 
Afghan people have decided and we 
will soon announce who the Afghans 
have chosen,” an IEC official told The 
Hindu, requesting anonymity. Re¬ 
presentatives of both candidates 
who spoke to The Hindu clarified 


that their assertions were based on 
data gathered by election observers 
and monitors. 

Basir Mohamadi, a member of Mr. 
Saleh’s Afghanistan Green Trend 
party, assured that their team was 
waiting for the announcement from 
the IEC and would respect its deci¬ 
sion. “We strongly believed in the 
elections right from the beginning, 
even when all others did not have 
any belief in the elections, had no 
plan or agenda for it. We’ve had the 
plan from the start and we imple¬ 
mented it and have campaigned in a 
timely manner,” he said, while asked 
why his team was confident that the 
Ghani-Saleh ticket was in the 
forefront. 

Zalmai Nishat, a senior public pol¬ 
icy adviser to the Office of the Chief 
Executive, said Mr. Abdullha’s com¬ 
ment was a cautious step to reassert 
the guidelines that only biometric 
votes would be counted. “The issue 
was not about questioning the pro¬ 
cess at all; Dr Abdullah did say we 
will wait for [the results to be an¬ 


nounced]. But we wanted to reiter¬ 
ate that the guidelines and processes 
previously agreed upon would be fol¬ 
lowed strictly,” he said. 

“Perhaps there was no need for 
[Mr. Abdullah] to say what he said, 
but there are worries that the agree¬ 
ment made beforehand and as per 
the electoral law of accepting only 
biometric votes could be violated,” 
Mr. Nishat said. 

According to Afghan election 
laws, if no candidate secures more 
than 50% of the votes, a run-off will 
be held between the two leading 
candidates. Interestingly, a later date 
has already been set for the anticipa¬ 
tory second round in November. Ma¬ 
ny voters expressed the hope that 
the candidates would respect the 
eventual decision of the IEC, and 
that if it comes to the second round, 
they were willing to step out again to 
cast their vote. “Voting is our obliga¬ 
tion to our country. If you don’t vote, 
then you don’t have the right to com¬ 
plain about the government,” one of 
the voters in Kabul said.

At least 1,472 people were charged under the 
blasphemy law in Pakistan since 1987

Last month, the 
Supreme Court of 
Pakistan acquitted 
Wajih-ul-Hassan of 
blasphemy charges. Mr. Hassan was 
accused of writing “blasphemous” 
letters to a lawyer and was sentenced 
to death in 2002 by a Lahore court. 
And he had been in jail since. The Su¬ 
preme Court said that there was no 
concrete evidence against him. 

The case has revived calls for 
amendments to Pakistan’s contro¬ 
versial blasphemy laws. “There is no 
legal or ethical justification for the 
blasphemy law not to be amended 
and ultimately repealed,” Brad 
Adams, Asia director of Human 
Rights Watch, told The Hindu. “Re¬ 
cent cases have once again spotlight¬ 
ed that often the accusation is a pun¬ 


ishment in itself. Prime Minister 
Imran Khan has repeatedly ex¬ 
pressed the intention to make an in¬ 
clusive and equitable Pakistan. It will 
not be possible as long as the blas¬ 
phemy laws remain on the books.” 

According to the laws, anyone 
convicted of insulting Prophet Mo¬ 
hammad can be sentenced to death, 
and anyone guilty of insulting “any 
religion” can be jailed for up to 10 
years. 

The Supreme Court has noted, on 
many occasions, that people ac¬ 
cused of blasphemy suffer “beyond 
proportion or repair” in the absence 
of adequate safeguards against mis¬ 
application or misuse of such laws, 
said Reema Omer, legal adviser, 
South Asia International Commis¬ 
sion of Jurists. “In more than 80% 
blasphemy cases, those convicted by 
trial courts are acquitted on appeal. 
In most cases, the reason for acquit¬ 


tal is that the case was registered 
maliciously for personal/political 
disputes,” she said. “Yet, not a single 
person has been prosecuted for insti¬ 
tuting malicious cases or giving false 
testimony... Actors in the criminal 
justice system, who not only allow 
but are complicit in such manifest in¬ 
justices, have also not been held 
accountable.” 

According to London-based 
Centre for Social Justice, at least 
1,472 people were charged under the 
law between 1987 and 2016. Last 
year, Aasia Bibi, a Christian woman 
who was on death row for blasphe¬ 
my, was acquitted by the Supreme 
Court. The acquittal had triggered 
mass protests in Islamabad. 

Impartiality in question 

Rights groups say minority sections 
are often targeted by the law. Accord¬ 
ing to Ms. Omer, the Lahore High 
Court judgment confirming Mr. Has- 
san’s conviction and death sentence 
“is rife with anti-Ahmadi sentiment 
and shows how influenced the judg¬ 


es were by the complainant, Ismail 
Qureshi, who is praised in the judg¬ 
ment for his role in the mandatory 
death penalty for blasphemy against 
the Holy Prophet. Can such judges 
really be called ‘impartial’?” 

No-one has been legally executed 
in Pakistan for blasphemy. But there 
have been several violent incidents 
in the name of blasphemy. In 2013, 
Junaid Hafeez, an academic, was 
booked and arrested on blasphemy 
charges. His lawyer, Rashid Rehman, 
was threatened after he took Mr. Ha- 
feez’s case and eventually assassinat¬ 
ed in Multan. Mr. Hafeez is still in pri¬ 
son. 

According to lawyer Asad Jamal, 
judges of lower courts are consider¬ 
ate in some cases. In a case similar to 
Aasia Bibi’s [in picture], a trial court 
acquitted another Christian woman, 
Rubina Bibi, of blasphemy charges. 
“If judges of lower courts are assured 
that the State will provide security, 
that the High Courts will back them 
up, then they would be able to give 
more relief.” 



High Court judges, on the other 
hand, are often reluctant to take 
bold decisions, he said. “In Septem¬ 
ber 2014, I petitioned the Lahore 
High Court that Junaid Hafeez’s case 
should be transferred from Multan 
to Lahore after Rashid Rehman’s as¬ 


sassination. The court asked why it 
was necessary. When I mentioned 
Rehman’s assassination, the then 
Chief Justice of Lahore High Court 
said, ‘One is not required to obtain 
visa to travel to Lahore from Multan’, 
implying that an assassin could tra¬ 
vel to Lahore if he wanted to; there¬ 
fore, there was no use of transferring 
the case,” said Mr. Jamal. 

Aasia Bibi’s case appears to have 
set a precedent of resolving cases re¬ 
lated to blasphemy. “Now with Wajih 
Hassan’s case, lawyers may be more 
confident of a positive outcome,” 
said academic Umair Javed. 

“The unfortunate thing, though, 
is about the time lapsed due to injus¬ 
tice. This is a larger systematic pro¬ 
blem with our justice system. Over 
the years, blasphemy has become 
such a volatile and emotional issue 
that it now has its own political dy¬ 
namics.” There’s now at least a 
chance to get justice, “but whether 
this is a turning point in the blasphe¬ 
my issue in Pakistan overall remains 
to be seen,” said Mr. Javed. 


Capping the refugee intake

The U.S. govt, has limited the number of refugee 
admits for FY-2020 at 18,000, the lowest since 1980

Even as the num¬ 
ber of refugees hit 
26 million at the 
end of 2018 - a his¬ 
toric post-war high - the Trump ad¬ 
ministration has dramatically cut 
back on the number it is allowing in¬ 
to the U.S. The administration re¬ 
cently announced a proposal to cap 
admits in financial year 2020 (Octob¬ 
er 1, 2019 - September 30, 2020) at 
18,000, the lowest since the coun¬ 
try’s Refugee Act of 1980 was passed. 

The stated reason? The adminis¬ 
tration feels that previous adminis¬ 
trations’ refugee policies did not 
adequately take into account nation¬ 
al security or foreign policy con¬ 
cerns. “The previous allocations by 
continent or region were not directly 
connected to our national security 


or foreign policy priorities,” a senior 
official told reporters on a Septem¬ 
ber 26 briefing call. “The administra¬ 
tion's proposed allocation links refu¬ 
gee admissions directly to U.S. 
national security and foreign policy 
priorities.” 

The U.S. also says it has to clear 
the backlog for asylum applications 
(i.e., related to those already in the 
U.S. or presenting themselves at a 
port of entry) and has decided to 
combine refugee and asylum counts. 
The southern border of the U.S. has 
become the focal point for new asy¬ 
lum claims and the U.S. expects to 
process 350,000 new asylum cases, 
as per a September 27 media note 
from the State Department. 

“Indeed, it would be irresponsible 
for the United States to go abroad 
seeking large numbers of refugees to 
resettle when the humanitarian and 
security crisis along the southern 



border already imposes an extraor¬ 
dinary burden on the U.S. immigra¬ 
tion system,” the note read. 

The administration has also given 
local governments the right to refuse 
refugees for resettlement for the first 
time in history. The U.S. will admit 



refugees from priority categories 
this year rather than accepting them 
solely from pre-determined regions 
of the world. First, a quota of up to 
5,000 places for those being perse¬ 
cuted for religious beliefs. Second, 
up to 4,000 places for Iraqis who 
have helped the U.S. Third, up to 

1.500 spots are being reserved for 
nationals of Guatemala, Honduras 
and El Salvador. The remaining 

7.500 of the 18.000 spots are being 
reserved for categories not covered 
above, including family reunification 
cases, the official said. 

Backlog for asylum requests 

The historically low caps were op¬ 
posed by religious groups and hu¬ 
manitarian organisations. Critics, 
The New York Times reported, have 
noted that the backlog for asylum ap¬ 
plications occurs in immigration 
courts whereas refugees are already 
vetted before they enter the U.S. 
Some also argued that an asylum 
backlog should not prevent the U.S. 
from helping those in need of protec¬ 


tion in other parts of the world. 

Roughly half (51%) of Americans 
said the U.S. had a responsibility to 
accept refugees, while 43% said it 
does not, according to a May 2018 
Pew Research Center survey. A quar¬ 
ter of Republicans had said the U.S. 
does have a responsibility to take re¬ 
fugees, while three quarters of De¬ 
mocrats felt that way. A higher pro¬ 
portion of racial minorities, women, 
and those with higher levels of edu¬ 
cation said the U.S. had a responsibil¬ 
ity to take refugees relative to whites, 
men and those with lower levels of 
education. 

There are just under 71 million dis¬ 
placed persons worldwide, accord¬ 
ing to the UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR). Forty-one mil¬ 
lion of these are internally displaced, 
26 million are refugees, and some 3.5 
million are asylum seekers. In 2018, 
some 67% of refugees came from Sy¬ 
ria, Afghanistan, South Sudan, 
Myanmar and Somalia, and 80% of 
refugees live in countries that neigh¬ 
bour their countries of origin. It is no 


surprise then that Turkey has 
topped the list of host countries for 
refugees since 2014. Pakistan and 
Uganda have, at least in the last two 
years, come in at second and third 
place, respectively. 

The U.S. has, at least since the ear¬ 
ly 1980s, led the world in accepting 
refugees. However, soon after Do¬ 
nald Trump assumed office in 2017, 
he temporarily suspended the reset¬ 
tlement of Syrian refugees along 
with banning individuals from seven 
Muslim majority countries from en¬ 
tering the U.S. on most visa catego¬ 
ries. Refugee numbers dropped from 
85,000 in 2016 to 53,700 in 2017, and 
the Pew Research Center reports 
that since 2017, the U.S. has admitted 
many more Christian refugees than 
Muslim refugees. 

As was discussed in this column 
earlier, the Trump administration is 
clamping down on legal and illegal 
migration to the U.S. The changes to 
refugee policy, it would appear, are 
very much in line with this broader 
theme.

On a muggy Sep¬ 
tember afternoon, 
roulette players 
crowded into a 
sporting club in Dhaka just like 
another day. Croupiers spun the rou¬ 
lette wheels, but the players were 
clearly out of luck. The Rapid Action 
Battalion, known as an elite force, 
descended on the club, not far from 
the local police station, and arrested 
142 people in a major anti-gambling 
sweep. With this raid ongoing, a sep¬ 
arate team arrested the man behind 
the gambling ring in another part of 
the city on September 18 - Khaled 
Mahmud Bhuiyan, an organising se¬ 
cretary of the ruling Awami League’s 
youth front Jubo League. 

As the day wore on, security forc¬ 
es raided three more clubs that oper¬ 


CM 
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ated slot machines, roulette tables 
and other gambling equipment in 
Dhaka, an unlikely place for casinos. 
The raids offered, for the first time, 
glimpses into mushrooming clandes¬ 
tine casinos established by people 
with close ties to the ruling party. 

“It was necessary to strike a blow 
against this corrupt part of our socie¬ 
ty,” Prime Minister Sheikh Hasina 
said. “We’re continuing the drive 
against corruption to prevent the re¬ 
currence of incidents such as 1/11,” 
Ms. Hasina said at a news conference 
in New York on September 29, allud¬ 
ing to the controversial intervention 
in the civil administration by an Ar¬ 
my-led group in 2007. Her com¬ 
ments shed light on the involvement 
of Jubo League leaders in running il¬ 
licit gambling facilities. “I brought it 
upon myself to right the wrong.” 

In another startling raid on Sep¬ 
tember 20, the RAB arrested Golam 



Kibria Shamim, an influential go¬ 
vernment-listed contractor who 
identifies himself as a Jubo League 
leader, along with his seven body¬ 
guards. Shamim made headlines for 
his clout over the government’s Pu¬ 
blic Works Department to secure 
contracts. The man who used his bo¬ 
dyguards and loud car honks to clear 
his way through Dhaka traffic was 
seen in handcuffs in a quick reversal 
of fortune. His company dealt with 
at least 22 construction contracts 
worth around 60 billion taka (^50 
billion). The arrest has now stalled 
those projects, according to the local 
media. 

Contracts gone wrong 

During the raid on his business, law- 
enforcement officials seized about 
20 million taka in cash, 1.75 billion 
taka worth of savings in fixed depo¬ 
sits, alcohol and firearms from his of¬ 
fice. Shamim was initially remanded 
for 10 days in two separate cases: fi¬ 
rearms and money laundering. After 
the first round of interrogation, the 



police took him back into custody for 
another nine days, securing a new 
court order. 

His case exposes footprints of cor¬ 
ruption in government contracts of¬ 
ten secured through bribery and pol¬ 
itical muscle. Bangladesh went down 



six steps to the 149 th position on the 
Transparency International’s (TI) lat¬ 
est Corruption Perception Index - 
the second worst performance after 
Afghanistan among the eight South 
Asian nations. 

By one estimate, 2-3% of Bangla¬ 
desh’s GDP is lost to corruption. But 
TI estimates the losses at 5% of the 
GDP if large public procurements 
and corruption in health and educa¬ 
tion sectors are taken into account. 

“When money is transferred from 
one pocket to another, it may not be 
directly linked to loss of economic 
growth. But when a bridge or a 
building collapses due to poor con¬ 
struction, then it is not only a waste 
of money and loss of potential out¬ 
put of the economy but also a loss of 
invaluable human lives,” Fahmida 
Khatun, executive director of the 
Dhaka-based Centre for Policy Dia¬ 
logue, wrote in a recent report. 

As the crackdown on corruption 
set off ripples of anxiety, student 
protests erupted at a university in 
the district of Gopalganj, about 100 



km from the capital, against Vice- 
Chancellor Khondoker Md Nasirud- 
din. The teacher who faced a barrage 
of allegations - from irregularities in 
student admission and appointment 
of teachers to corruption in procure¬ 
ment - resigned on September 30. 

Ms. Hasina said the anti-corrup¬ 
tion drive was necessary to bring 
equality in society. Inequality in Ban¬ 
gladesh has reached an all-time high. 
The country’s Gini coefficient, a sta¬ 
tistical measure of income inequali¬ 
ty, increased to 0.482 in 2016 from 
0.458 in 2010. “The nouveau riche 
creates disparity in society, leaving 
the children of honest people frus¬ 
trated. Children are innocent; there¬ 
fore, they ask their parents - ‘if they 
can come to school in expensive cars 
and wear expensive clothes, then 
why can’t we?”’ Ms. Hasina said. 
There’s a moral hazard associated 
with corruption. 

Ms. Khatun sums it up: “If corrup¬ 
tion continues to go unchecked, ma¬ 
ny get encouraged; others get frus¬ 
trated and demotivated.”

Thunderstorms stayed away 
but it rained sixes here on 
Saturday.

South Africa will be defying 
pressure to survive the final 
day, the big hits, rather para¬ 
doxically, have assumed 
centrestage. 

Sixes record 

As many as 14 sixes were 
struck on day four of the first 
Freedom Test taking the six¬ 
er count in this match to 34, 
just one adrift of the all-time 
record. 

And the mercurial Rohit 
Sharma has blasted 13 of 
them in the game, going past 
Wasim Akram’s mark of 12. 

Yet, this is a surface with 
rough on both sides, some 
uneven bounce and turn. 
Simply put, the bowlers have 
not been particularly accu¬ 
rate at the ACA-VDCA Stadi¬ 
um. 

The South African spin¬ 
ners have been disappoint¬ 
ing, erring in length and di¬ 
rection, failing to create the 
stress with control that leads 
to wickets, and neither con¬ 
taining nor striking. Worse, 
catches have been spilled. 

Rohit did not complain. 
His second innings 127 
meant he aggregated 303 
runs with centuries in each 
innings of his first Test as an 
opener. 

He was dominant; easing 
the ball through the gaps 
with the precision of a sculp¬ 
tor and clearing the field 
with bat speed, timing and 
nifty footwork. 

Set a target of 395 after In¬ 
dia declared its second in¬ 
nings at 323 for four - apart 
from Rohit’s hundred, Che- 
teshwar Pujara notched up a 
fortuitous 81 and a promoted 
Ravindra Jadeja, a vibrant 40 
- South Africa lost its first in¬ 
nings hero. Dean Elgar, 
trapped leg before by a Jade¬ 
ja delivery that kept low. 

If rain stays away, India 
could go 1-0 up in the series.

Once the ball gets soft it is 
slightly easier to bat. We 
picked up a crucial wicket 
so as a team we are happy 
with the way things went to¬ 
day.

About the exchange of 
words with fast bowler Kagi¬ 
so Rabada, Pujara said, “It is 
always like that when you 
are facing a fast bowler. 
There was nothing perso¬ 
nal. I always enjoy such 
challenges, they motivate 
me to bat well. When the 
fast bowlers are running in 
and things don’t go their 
way, they do get frustrated.” 

On Rohit Sharma’s bat¬ 
ting, Pujara said, “He batted 
really well in the first in¬ 
nings, but to play all those 
strokes that he did on this 
wicket in the second innings 
was special. That 169-run 
partnership between us to¬ 
day was crucial. Our com¬ 
munication was good as we 
have batted together since 
our under-19 days. It was a 
joy to watch him from the 


non-striker’s end.” 

Weighing in on all those 
sixes from Rohit, Pujara 
said, “Hitting sixes is his 
strength, he is incredible. As 
a Test batsman who wants 
to improve his ODI and T20 
cricket, there is a lot to learn 
from him.” 

South Africa’s Vernon 
Philander said, “There is a 
bit there for the spinners 
but in saying that we batted 
130 overs in the first innings. 
So they had to make sure 
they got enough runs on 
board first of all. No game is 
a safe game. It's a good wick¬ 
et, the batters are in good 
form and hopefully we can 
get a good start tomorrow.” 

Philander sounded a 
warning.
